To the Honorable Mayor and: City 

Council of the City of Lansing: 
Gentlemen— 

At the close of the year, the sum- 
mer activities of this department 
have ceased, but that does not mean 
that there is nothing to deo during 
the winter. If there are many 
storms it is something of a problem 
to keep the streets and sidewalks in 
passable condition. It is easier in a 
season of a few very heavy falls of 
snow, but far apart, than when the 
storms are frequent, followed by 
thaws; the subsequent water and 
slush are hard to contend with so as 
to be satisfactory to the public. The 
snow of December 4 followed by the 
cold rain of the following Tuesday 
put the streets and walks into ter- 
rible condition, 
remedied in a few hours as some 
seemed to think. Day and night 


which could not be’ 


em 
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avork were necessary with many 
rucks and men, the five days fol- 
lowing the snow storm costing $1,- 
537.80 exclusive of the work done 
with the snow plows. The longer 
haul to dump the snow adds to the 
expense, aS we are now obliged to 
go to Elm-st. instead of to the foot 
of Ottawa-st. as formerly. In No- 
vember six new snow plows were 
purchased, and these added to the 
equipment we already had, should 
be adequate for the remova} from 
the sidewalks. 


When spring comes, time and 
money are needed to put the streets 
into their summer garb. After this 
is the annual clean-up week which 
is a boon to perple and each year 
they seem to appreciate more the 
chance to dispose of their winter’s 
rubbish so easily; the only require- 
ment being that they place it near 
the curb at the proper time, in pro- 
per receptacles; the cost of this re- 
moval last spring was $1,646.71, 
nearly $600 less than for any of the 
past three years and with more sat- 
isfactory work because of being sys- 
tematic. During the winter months 
all machinery and equipment is put 
in condition for next season. With 
our motor sprinklers, the 5-ton 
flusher bought in March, and the 
use of calcium chloride, the ‘dust’ 
complaints were so few last sum- 
mer that I could not but feel that 
the problem was nearly solved. 


The three outstanding improve- 
ments of the past year under charge 
of this department were David and 
Mifflin-sts. and Sycamore-dr. for 
which $10,000 was appropriated in 
this year’s budget. The grading of 
David-st. on the northern boundary 
of the city was of special value be- 
cause of proximity to the Municipal 
Golf Course. Mifflin-st. on the east 
boundary line, after several years of 
effort by the residents and much 
controversy, has been graded and 
gravelec: because of the great 


amount of cutting down of some 


portions, and “filling’’ of others, the 
“expense has been large. Petitions 
are now on file for the building of 


curb, gutter and sidewalk, which ™ 


eventually will be done. The fact 
that the north side of David-st. and 
the east side of Mifflin-st. are in 
the township instead of the city has 
been the cause of much of the deé- 
lay in these two improvements. In 
addition to these streets there have 
been twenty-five graded and grav- 
eled charged to the abutting prop- 
érty, ten of these being where curb 
and gutter ‘had also been built and 
not previously graveled, and twen- 
ty-five have™ been graveled after 
curb and gutter and charged to the 
gravel with curb fund. Allegan and 
Washtenaw streets were also grad- 
ed and graveled from Huron St. 
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one-half block west, and the cost 
charged to the ward funds. Large 
trees in the streets often hinder im- 
provements, and during the year it 
has been necessary to remove them 
from E. Kalamazoo, Shepard and Al- 
legan Sts., Mt. Hope Av., Sycamore 
Drive, from Stirling Av. the largest 
tree in the city, and one from the 
corner of Cedar St. and Rockford 
Road which had long been a menace 
to traffic. 


The gravel was divided as fol- 


lows: Charged to abutting proper- 
ty $12,132.28 placed after the build- 
ing of curb and gutter $21,655.02; 
sidewalk and cross walk construc- 
tion $3,979.77; miscellaneous $2.21; 
patching in first ward $1,960.24; sec- 
ond ward $1,349.85; third ward $1,- 
314.23; fourth ward $2,119.24; fifth 
ward $1,212.20; sixth ward $2,709.21; 
seventh ward $913.08; eighth ward 
$2,044.02; contingent $376.38. The 
dump gate spreader purchased in 
July has proved of value in the 
spreading of gravel. The resolution 
of August 30 concerning the repair- 
ing of certain streets in the fourth 
ward after sewers were built, has 
been complied with at a cost so far 
of $606.43. 

In accordance with the resolution 
of June 14 the Hall St. and Saginaw 
St. dumps were put in better condi- 
tion and a watchman =§ stationed 
there for a part of the time; the 
regular city dump has been kept in 
the best possible shape by the man 
who is in charge of it, but it is an 
impossibility to prevent the dump- 
ing of refuse in various places by 


people who do this at night without. 


repard for the rights of adjacent 
property owners. 


Street signs have been replaced 


and repaired wherever needed; the 
change of name of various streets to 


Grand River Av. necessitated the 


purchase and erecting of seventy- 
four new signs. 


September 6 I was directed to re: 
pair the plumbing and walls at the 
North Lansing Rest House; the new 
plumbing installed cost $514.66; new 
lumber $106.71, paint and labor 
about $25.00. New lights were in- 
stalled at a cost of $22.15 and 
$105.99 was paid to the Water 
Works Dept. for replacing the 
water service. é 


Of the cost of new and repaired 
sidewalks $3,417.14 is the amount 
built early in the season and re- 
ported for the June, 1926, tax rolls, 
the first year so large an amount 
has been ready to rsevort for the 
Summer taxes, and $17,471.77 the 
assessors have placed on the. De- 
cember tax rolls; $2,031.53 built late 
in the season will go on the June 
1927 rolls; $939.37 has been paid in- 
to the office including $378.50 for 
walk built in front of railroad prop- 
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erty; repairs for the Water and 
Electric Dept. broken when their 


pipes were laid totaled $1,213.79; - 


charged to curb and gutter, sewer 
and paving work $1,466.18; charged 
to Forestry Dept., Consumers Power 
Company, and Service Dept, $11.05; 
widening of Capitol Av. $275.94; 
contingent $854.54; first ward 
$158.02; eighth ward $8.50; and 
$191.18 that is undecided as to what 
it is to be charged to; also cement 
work at the Garbage Farm, City 
Market aus around drinking fonn- 
tains; also for the Park Dept. at 
Potter Park and E. Michigan Av. In 
addition to this three hundred and 
eighty-eight intersections and ap- 
proaches have been built and re- 
paired, new ones charged to _ the 
construction jobs that broke them, 
ninety-three brick crosswalks have 
been built; walks across fifteen al- 
leys, and across Clear St. The alley 
in Block 67 was paved, alley in 
Block 7 Lansing Improvement Co’s 
Add. was paved and curbed, and the 
paving in three others repaired. 

Many hours of labor with our 
steam roller and other machinery 
were necessary to put into shape 
the aviation field northwest of the 
city.. Over 1,500 permits for pave- 
ment excavations have been signed 
and an index kept of same. 

The drinking fountains scattered 
throughout the city have been re- 
paired as soon as complaint has 
been received which has been often, 
mainly because they have been tam- 
pered with. I have endeavored to 
enforce the ordinance regarding the 
sidewalk permits issued to private 
builders, but have met with much 
opposition, many of them seeming 
to think [ alone was to blame for 
the ordinance, 

Our two sweepers with the “fol- 
low-up” trucks have worked on a 
regular schedule picking up many 
yards of dirt each day; the down- 
town streets often have an untidy 
appearance late in the day because 
of what has been thrown and swept 
out, and this part of the city can 
only be cleaned at night, on account 
of traffic and parked cars. 

I should also mention Glenrose 
Av. from Willow St. to the north 
city limits; this grading and grav- 
eling was asked for in March, 1924, 
but aS some property owners hesi- 
tated to sign the petition it was not 
until this year that the work was 
done, and there is only a_ smal] 
amount to do next spring to com- 
plete it. } ; , 

A few of the figures given in this 
report are approximate for some 
parties are late in sending in their 
invoices, although we continually 
urge them to attend to this, espe- 
cially near the close of the year. 

Late last year one unit of Kardex 
filing system was installed and ear- 
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ly this year we completed the equip- 
ment and by means of it, we have a 
very complete record of improve- 
ment jobs; also of all vouchers 
passed by this department and the 
Service department, and what fund 
they are charged to. 


Weekly Public Works pay rolis 
have totaled $117,208.03 and the 
Service pay rolis $16,455.06; cash 
amounting to $22,809.68 has been 
received and deposited with the City 
Treasurer; $8,127.15 of this being 
credited to the Service Dept. 1 men- 
tion these Service figures as all cler- 
ical work for that department is 
done in my office. 

Each month a report has been 
made to the Comptroller, of truck 
and maintainer services.

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The city of Lansing ordains: 
Section 1.—Definitions. 

For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance, certain terms and words are 
herewith defined, as follows: 

Words used in the present tense 
include the future, words in the 
singular inélude the plural num- 
ber, and words in the piura!l num- 
ber include the singular number; 
the word ‘building’ includes the 
word “structure”; the word “shall” 
is mandatory and not directory. 
(Any word not herein defined shail 
be construed as defined in the 
Housing Code of Michigan, Act 167, 
Public Acts of 1917, and amend- 
ments thereto.) ; 

Alley: A public thoroughtare 
not over twenty-four (24) feet 
wide. 

Apartment House: See “Multiple 
Dwelling.” 

Apartment Hotel: An apartment 
hotel is a multiple-dwelling in 
which are provided dining room ac- 
commodations for the joint use of 
the apartment house tenants only. 

Apartment: <A household unit in 
a multiple dwelling, tenement o 
apartment house, suitable for occu- 
pancy for one or more persons. 

Area: Yee “Building Area.” 

Basement: <A story partly under 
Zround, but naving at least one- 
half of its height above the high- 
est level of the adjoining ground 
A basement, if not occupied for 
living purposes hy other cnan the 
janitor or his family, shall not be 
included as a story for purpose o 
height measurement. oa 4% 

Boarding House: A boarding 
house is a building or place where- 
in table board is provided to five 
or more individuals pursuant to 
previous arrangement and not to 
any who may apply. 

Building: A structure having a 
roof supported by columns or walls 
for the shelter, support or enclos- 
ure of persons, arimals or ciuattels; 
and when separatea wy division 
walls from the ground up, and 
without openings, each portion of 
such building shail be deemed « 
separate building except as pro- 
vided in section 15 

Building Area: The maximum 
horizonta!t projected area of a 
building and its accessory build- 
ings, excluding open. steps, ter- 
races, and cornices projecting not 
more than thirty (30) inches. 


Cellar: A cellar is a story hav- 
ing more than one-half of its 
height below the highest level of 
the adjoining ground and not occu- 
pied for living purposes. A cellar 
shall not be counted as a story for 
the purpose of height measure- 
ment. 

Curb lever: The curb tevel is the 
level of the established curb in 
front of the building measured at 


the center of such front. Where 
no curb has been eStablished the 
city engineer shall establish such 
curb or its equivalent for the pur- 
pose of these regulations. 

Depth of Rear Yard: The mean 
horizontal distance between the 
rear line of the builtdiaz and the 
center line of the alley, wnere xan 
mei exists; otherwise the rear lot 
ine. 

Depth of Lot: The mean hori- 

zontal distance between the front 
and rear lot lines. - 
_ Dwelling: 1s any house or build- 
ing, or portion thereof, which 18 
occupied in whole or in part as the 
home or residence of one or more 
human beings. 

District: A section of the city 
of Lansing for which the regula- 
tions governing the height, the 
area or the use of buildings and 
premises are the same. 

Group House: A_ group of not 
more than four (4) one-family 
dwellings, erected simultaneousliv 
as one building, under the same 
roof, 

WMeight of Building: The _ verti- 
cal distance measured from _ the 
curb level opposite the middle of 
the front of the building to the 
highest point of the roof for flat 
roofs; to the deck line for mansar‘ 
roofs, and to the mean height level! 
(between eaves and ridge) for 
gable and hip roofs.

Height of Yard: The vertica' 
distance from the lowest level of 
such yard to the highest point of 
any bounding wall. 

Hotel: A hotel is a building in 
which lodging is provided with or 
without meals (for more than fifty 
(50) persons) and offered to the 
public for compensation As _ suen 
it is opened to transient guests in 
contradistinction to a boarding 
house, a lodging house, an apart- 
ment house or ar spartment hotel 
which are herein specifically de- 
fined 

Lodging House: A lodging house 
is a building or place providing 
lodgings to individuals pursuant to 
previous arrangement ard not co 
any one who may :pply 


Lot: Land occupied or to be oc- 
cupied by a building and aceess3ory 
buildings and including such open 
spaces as are requir>] under this 
ordinance, and having its prinzipal 
frontage upon a pubjice street or of- 
ficially approved place. . 

Lot, corner: Lot, triangular: A 
lot fronting on two or more streets 
at their junction, said streets form- 
ing with each other an angle of 
45 degrees or more. is a corner 
jot. When the angle formed by the 
Intersecting street is less than 45 
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degrees, such a lot shall be known 
as a triangular lot. or the pur- 
puse of determining the p2rcentage 
of lot occupancy, corner and tri- 
angular lots shall be assumei1 to 
have an ea not greater than 
5,000 squa feet and a frontage 
not greater than 100 feet on either 
of the intersecting streets. 

Lot, interior:- A lot other than a 
corner lot or triangular lot. 

Lot, through: An interior lot hav- 
ing frontage on two streets. 

Lot lines: The lines bounding a 
lot as defined herein. 

Multiple dwelling: Is a dwelling 
which is occupied more or less per- 
manently for residence purposes by 
several families and in which the 
rooms are occupied in apartments, 
suites or groups, includes tenement 
houses, flats, apartment houses, 
apartment hotels, and all other 
dwellings similarly occupied, 


whether specifically’ enumerated 
herein or not. 
Non-conforming use: A building 


Or premises occupied by a use that 
does not conform with the regula- 
tions of the use district in which it 
is situated. 

One family dwelling: Is a build- 
ing occupied as a dwelling by not 
more than one family. 

Percentage of lot occupancy: That 
portion of the area of a lot, as here- 
in defined, which is occupied or 
which may be occupied under this 
ordinance as building area. 

Place: An open unoccupied space 
dedicated to purposes of access for 
abutting property. 

Private garages: A garage with 
a capacity for not more than three 
steam or motor-driven vehicles. 

Public garage: Any premises 
used for housing or care of more 
than three steam or motor-driven 
vehicles, or where any such vehicles 
are equipped for operation, repaired, 
or kept for remuneration, hire or 
sale, not. including exhibition or 
show rooms for model cars. 

Private stable: A stable with a 
Capacity for not more than four 
horses, all but one of which shall Le 
the property of one owner. 

Public stable: A stable with a 
capacity for more than four horses. 

Rear Yard: An open unoccupied 
spuce (excluding accessory build- 
ings, see Sec. 15. on the same lot 
with a building betweer the rear 
line of the building and che rear 
line of the lot, for the full width of 
the lot. 

Setback: The minimum horizon- 
tal distance between the front line 
of the building (excluding steps and 
unenclosed porches) and tke front 
fine of the lot. 

Side yard: An open unoccupied 
Space on the same lot with a build- 
ing between tne pbuilding and the 
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side line of the lot extending 
through from the front building line 
to the rear yard. 

Street: A public thoroughfare 
more than twenty-four (24) feet 
wide. 

Story: That portion of a buiid- 
ing included between the surface of 
any floor next above it, or if there 
be no floor above it then the space 


between such floor and the ceffing 


next above it. 

Half story: That portion of a 
building in the 35-foot height dis- 
trict, between the eaves and ridge 
lines of a pitched roof, which may 
or may not be used for tenant pur- 
poses, 

Structural alterations: Any change 
in the supporting members of a 
building, such as bearing walls or 
partitions, columns, beams or gird- 
ers excepting such alterations as 
may be required for t..e safety of 
the building, 

Tenement house: See 
Dwelling.”’ 


Terrace: A natural or artificial 
earthen embankment between a 
building and its street front. The 
“height of terrace” shall be the dif- 
ference in elevation between the av- 
erage curb tevel, and the average 
elevation of the terrace at the build- 
ing wall. 

Tower: A subordinate enclosed 
structure projecting above the roof 
line of a main building and having 
a roof supported by columns or 
walls. Such tower nay be or may 
not be used for tenant purposes. 

_ Two-family dwelling: Is a build- 
ing occupied as a dwelling of not 
more than two families. 

ih Section 2._-Use District Regula- 
iong, 


In order to regulate and restrict. 
the location of trades and industries 
and the location of buildings erected 
or altered for specific uses, the city 
of Lansing is hereby divided into 
“use districts,’’ of which there shall 
be five, Known as: ~ 

“A” Residence District. 

“B” Residence District. 

“C” Commercial District. 

“D” Industrial District. 

“Ee”? Unrestricted District. 


The City of Lansing is hereby di- 
vided into five (5) district aforesaid, 
and the boundaries of such districts 
are shown upon the map attached 
hereto and made a part of this or. 


“Multiple- 


-dinance, being designated as the 


“use district map,” and said map 
and all the notations, references and 
other things shown thereon shall be 
as much a part of this ordinance as 
if the matters and things set forth 
by said map were all fully described 
herein. 

Except as hereinafter provided, no 
building shall be erected or altered 
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nor shall any building or premises 
be used for any purposes other than 
is permitted in the ‘use district” in 
which such building or premises is 
located. 


Section 3.—‘A” Residence District. 


In the “A” Residence District, no 
building or premises shall be used 
and no building shall be hereafter 
erected or altered, unless otherwise 
provided in this ordinance, except 
for one or more of the following 
uses: 


One and two- family dwellings. 
Group houses. 

Churches and temples. 

Schools and colleges. 

Libraries, 

Farming and truck gardening. 
Accessory buildings incidental

office of the occupant for a trade, 
profession or occupation when sit- 
uated in the same dwelling or 
apartment used by such occupant as 
his or her private dwelling. 


Provided that more garages may 
be built if the provisions of height 
and area are complied with.

The city of Lansing is hereby di- 
vided into the five (5) ‘districts 
aforesaid, and the boundaries of 
such districts are shown upon the 
map attached hereto and made a 
part of this ordinance, being desig- 
nated as the “Height and Area Dis- 
trict Map,” and said map and all the 
notations, references and other 
things shown thereon shall be as 
much a part of this ordinance as if 
the matters and things set forth by 
sald map were all fully described 
herein, 

Except as hereinafter provided no 
building shall be erected or altered 
to exceed in height and limit herein 
established for the district in which 
such building is located. Provided 
further, that no new building shalt 
be erected, nor shall an existing 
building be altered, enlarged or re- 
built, nor shall any open spaces 
surrounding any building be en- 
croached upon or reduced in any 
manner except in conformity with 
the regulations hereby established 
for the district in which such build- 
ing is located.

hundred 
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Height and Area District, public or 
semi-public buildings, hospitals, 
Ssanitarlums or schoo|js may be 
erected to a height not exceeding 
sixty (60) feet, when a_ setback 
from all lot lines not less than one 
foot for each foot such building ex- 
ceed thirty-five (35) and forty-five 
(45) feet respectively in height. 

Second: A one family dwelling in 
the “A” Height and Area District 
may be increased in height by not 
more than ten (10) feet when two 
(2) side yards of not less than fif- 
teen (15) feet each are provided. 
Such dwellings, however, shall not 
exceed three (3) stories in height. 

Third: Churches, cathedrals and 
temples, which have side yards on 
all sides and vomply with the area 
restrictions of the “A” Height and 
Area District may be erected as to 
the height and the regulations in 
accordance with existing or here- 
after adopted ordinances of the (ity 
of Lansing. 


Fourth: Chimneys, cooling towers, 
elevator bulkheads, fire towers, gas 
tanks, grain elevators, lighthouses, 
pent houses stacks, stage towers or 
scenery lofts, sugar refineries, 
tanks, water towers. ornamental 
towers and spires, wireless towers 
or necessary mechanical appurten- 
ances may be crected as to their 
height in accordance with existing 
or hereafter adopted ordinanees of 
the City of Lansing. A tower may 
be erected on a building having 2 
minimum frontage of one hundred 
(100) feet on a street, provided such 
tower occupies not more than Si, 
of the frontage of the street, is re- 
moved twenty-five feet from any 
adjoining property tine and_ sha’! 
have a maximum horizontal arca 
not to exceed thirty-six hundred 
(3600) square feet. A tower may be 
erected on a_i building having a 
frontage on three or more streets, 
but such tower sha]!i have a maxi- 
mum horizontal dimen ion of not 
more than 50% of the = averare 
frontage of the building on all 
streets, shall be removed at teast 
twenty-five (25) feet from any ad- 
joining property tine, and shall have 
@a maximum horizontal aren not to 


exceed thirty-six hundrid (8608) 
:quare feet. 
Fifth: On “through’ lets oone 


hundred (100) feet or less in depth 
the height of a building may be 
measured from the curb level on 
either street. On through lots more 
than one hundred (100) feet. in 
depth the height regulations and 
basis of height measurement for the 
street permitting the greater heirht 
shall apply to a depth of not more 
than one hundred (100) feet from 
that street. 
Area— 
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First. For purposes of the area 
regulations a semi-detached dwell: 
ing in the “A” Residence District, 
or group house in the “B” Residence 
District may .be considered as one 
building and occupying one lot. 

Second: Buildings on 
lets and running through (from 
street to street may waive the re- 
quirements for a rear yard when 
complying with the percentage of 
lot occupancy by furnishing other 
open spaces in lieu of ome required 
rear yard. 


Third: In computing ite depth of 
a rear yard or the width of a side 
yard for any building where such 
yard opens onto an alley or street, 
one-half of such alley or street may 
be assumed to be a portion of the 
yard. ‘ 

Fourth: In computing the per- 
centage of lot occupancy in the “D” 
and “B” Height and Area Districts 
where a lot abuts on an alley, one- 
half the width of the abutting alley 
may be assumed to be a portion of 
the lot. 

Fifth: Every part of a required 
yard shall be »pen from its lowest 
point to the sky unobstructed, ex: 
cept for the ordinary projections of 
skylight above the bottom of such 
yard, and except for the projection 


of sills, belt courses, cornices and 
ornamenta! features not to exceed 
four (4) inches. 

Sixth: No cornice shall project 


over the street :ine more than three 
(3) per cent of the width of such 
street, and shall in no case project 
more than three (3) feet. 

Seventh: Open or lattice enclosed 
fire escapes, fireproof. outside stair- 
ways and solid floored’ balconies 
opening upon fire towers, project- 
ing into a yard not more than five 
(5) feet, and the ordinary projec- 
tions of chimneys and flues, may be 
permitted by the Building Commis- 
sioner where same are so placed as 
not to obstruct the light and ven- 
tilation. . 

Wiehth: One or 
buildings may be erected within a 
required rear yard when built to a 
height not exceeding twelve (12) 
fect and which occupy an area of 
not more than thirty (30) percent 
of the area of such required rear 
yard 
Section 16.—RBoard of Appeals. 

Creation of Membership: A Board 
of Appeals is hereby established 
The word “Board” when used _ in 
this section shall be construed to 
mean the Roard of Appeals. The 
Board shall consist of five members, 
of whom not jess than two (2) shal! 
be members of the City Council, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor by and with 
the consent of the Coineil for terms 
of one (1), for one year, and two (2) 


through - 


more accessory. 
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for two years, and two (2) for three 
years, respectively, in the first in- 
stance, and thereafter appointments 
shall be for three (3) years each. 
The chairman of the Board shall 
be annually elected by the members 
of the Board. All members of the 
Board shall serve without compen- 
sation. 

Meetings: Meetings of the Board 
shall be held at such times as the 
Board may determine. There shall 
be a fixed place of meeting and all 
meetings shall be open to the public. 


‘The Board shall adopt its own rules 


of procedure and keep a record of 
its proceedings, showing the action 
of the Board and the vote of each 
member upon each question consid- 
ered. The presence of four mem- 
bers shall be necessary to consti- 
tute a quorum. 


Appeal: Appeal from the ruling 
of the Building Commission con- 
cerning the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance may be 
made to the Board of Appeals with- 
in such time as shall be prescribed 
by the Board by general rule. The 
appellant sha}! file with the Build- 
ing Commisvrion and with the Board 
of Appeals a notice of appeal, speci- 
fying the pvrounds thereof. The 
Building Commissioner shall fofth- 
with transmit to the Board al] the 
papers constituting the record upon 
which the action appealed for was 
taken. 


Stay: An appeal stays all pro- 
ceedings in furtherance of the ac- 
tion appealed from unless’ the 


Building Commissioner, from whom 
the appeal is taken, certifies to the 
Roard of Appeals, after the notice 
of appeal shaj! have been filed with 
him, that by reason of facts stated 
in the certificate, a stay would in 
his opinion cause imminent peril fo 
life or property, in which case pro- 
ceedings shall not be stayed other- 
wise than by a restraining order 
which may be granted by the Board 
of Appeals or by the Circuit Court 
on application, on notice to the 
Building Commissioner from whom 


the appeal is taken and on due 
cause snown. 
Jurisdiction: The Board of Ap- 


peals- may, in speeific cases, after 
public notice and hearing, and sub- 
ject to appropriate conditions and 
safeguards, determine and vary the 
application of the use, height and 
area district regulations herein es- 
tablished in harmony with their 
general purposes ana intent as fol- 
lows: 

(1) Grant a permit in a residence 
district for a temporary building 
for commerce or industry inciden- 
ta] to the residential development, 
such permit to be issued for a pe- 
riod of not more than one (1) year. 
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(2) Grant a vermit in a residence 
district for a temporary building 
for distributing ice for a period of 
one year. 

(3) Grant a permit for the recon- 
struction within twelve (12) months 
of a building destroyed by fire or 
other causes to the extent of not 
more than one-half of it assessed 
value when such building is located 
in a district restricted against its 
use. 

(4) Grant a permit for the ex- 
tension of a use or height and area 
district for a distance of not more 
than twenty-five (25) feet where 
the boundary line of a district di- 
vides a lot in a single ownership at 
the time of the adoption of this or- 
dinance., 

(5) Grant a permit for the en- 
largement of existing building or 
buildings, or erection on the same 
lot or plot of ground of additional 
buildings for a trade, business or 
industry located in a district re- 
stricted against its use, where such 
enlargement or expansion of such 
trade, business or industry will not 
be detrimental to or tend to alter 
the character of the neighborhood. 

(6) Grant a permit for the erec- 
tion and use of a building or the 
use of a premises in any location 
to a public service corporation or 
for public utility purpose which the 
Board admits reasonably necessary 
for the public convenience or wel- 
fare. 

(7) Interpret the provisions of 
this ordinance in such a way as to 
carry out the intent and purpose of 
the plan, as shown upon the maps 
fixing the severa] districts accom- 
panying and made a part of this or- 
dinance where the street layout ac- 
tually on the ground varies from 
the street layout as shown on the 
maps aforesaid. 

(8) Adopt from time to time 
such rules and regulations as may 
be deemed necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this. or- 
dinance. 

(9) “Grant permit for the erec- 
tion of a one family dwelling on a 
lot held under a separate and dis- 
tinct ownership from the adjacent 
lots and of record at the time of the 
passage of this ordinance which has 
less area than the lot area per fam- 
ily requirements of this ordinance 
for the district in which such lot is 
located. 


Section 17.—Certificate of Occu- 
pancy and Compiiance. 

No premises shall be occupied or 
used and no building shat] hereafter 
be erected or altered, nor any build- 
ing existing at the passage of this 
ordinance be altered or changed in 
its use, until certificates called a 
“Certificate of Occupancy and Com- 
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pliance,” shall have been issued by 
the Building Commissioner, stating 
that the building or proposed use of 
building or premises complies with 
all building and health laws and or- 
dinances of the city and with the 
provisions of this Zoning Ordinance. 

This Certificate of Occupancy and 
Compliance shall be applied for at 
the same time as the application for 
a building permit and shall be is- 
sued at any time, not exceeding ten 
(10) days, after the erection or al- 
teration of such building shall have 
been completed in conformity with 
the provisions of these regulations. 
A record of all certificates shall be 
kept on file in the office of the 
Building Commissioner and copies 
shall be furnished, on request, to 
any person having a proprietary or 
tenancy interest in the building af- 
fected, No fee shajl be charged for 
the original Certificate of Occu- 
pancy and Compliance when applied 
for at the same time as the applica- 
tion for a building permit, for al] 
other certificates or copies of any 
original certificate there shal] be a 
charge of one dollar each. No build- 
ing permit shall be issued before 
application has been made for Cer- 
tificate of Occupancy and Com- 
Pliance. 

Section 18.—Flats. 

All applications for building per- 
mits shall be accompanied by a plat 
in duplicate drawn to scale showing 
the actual dimensions of the lot to 
be built upon, the size of the build- 
ing to be erected, und such other 
information as may be necessary to 
provide for the enforcement. of 
these regulations. A careful record 
of such applications and plats shai 
be kept in the office of the building 
commissioner. No yard, court or 
other open space provided about 
any building for the purpose ol 
complying with the provisions of 
these regulations: shall again be 
used as a yard, court or other open 
space for another building. 

Section 19.—Use Permit. 

No change shall be made in the 
use of a building without a permit 
having first been issued by the 
building commissioner, and no per- 
mit shal! be issued to make such a 
change unless it is in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance or amendment thereto here- 
after duly enacted. 

Section 20.—Inteipretation. Purpose 
and Conflict. | 


In interpreting and applying the 
provisions of this ordinance, they 
sha}l be held to be the minimum 
requirements for the promotion of 
the public safety, health, conveni- 
ence, comfort, prosperity and gen- 
eral welfare. It is not intended by 
this ordinance to interfere with or 
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abrogate or annul any ordinance, 
rules, regulations or permits pre- 
viously adopted or issued, and not 
in conflict with any of the provis- 
ions of this ordinance or which 
shall be adopted or issued, pursuant 
to law relating to the use of build- 
ings o: premises, nor is it intended 
by this ordinance tou interfere with 
or abrogate or annul any easements, 


covenants, or other agreements be- - 


tween parties, provided, however, 
that where this ordinance imposes 
a greater restriction upon the use 
otf building or premises or upon 
height of building or requires larg- 
er open spaces than are imposed or 
required by such ordinances, rules, 
regulations or permits, or by ease- 
ments, covenants, or agreements, 
the provisions of this ordinance 
sha]l coutrol. 

Section 21.—Violation; Penalty. 

Every person, firm or corporation 
violating, neglecting or refusing to 
comply with any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not less than twenty-five 
($25) dollars, nor more than two 
hundred (200) dollars. 

Each and every day’s continuance 
of the violation of this ordinance 
shal} constitute a separate offense 
and be punishable as such. 

The City of Lansing or any pri- 
vate citizen may take steps in court 
to cause the abatement of any vio- 
lation of this ordinance. 

Section 22.—Boundaries of Districts. 

Where uncertainty exists with re- 
spect to the boundaries of the var- 
ious districts as shown on the maps 
accompanying and made a part of 
this ordinance the frotlowinge ruts 
shall apply: 

(a) The district boundaries are 
eitne: streets or alleys unless other- 
wise shown and where the designa- 
tion on the maps accompanying and 
made a part of this ordinance indi- 
cating the various districts are ap- 
proximately bounded by streets or 
alley lines, said street or alley shall 
be construed to be the boundary of 
such district; 


(b) Where the district boundar- 
ies are not otherwise indicated and 
where the property has veen or may 
hereafter be divided into blocks and 
lots, the district boundaries shal] 
be construed to be lot lines, and 
where the designations on the maps 
accompanying and made a part of 
this ordinance indicating the var- 
ious districts are approximately 
bounded by lot lines, sard lot lines 
shall be construed to be the bound- 
ary of such district, untess said 
boundaries are otherwise indicated 
on the maps. 


Section 23.—Validity and Adminis- 
tration. 


a ee 
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Should any section, clause or 
provision of this ordinance be de- 
clared by the courts to be invalid, 
the same shall not affect the valid- 
ity of the ordinance as a whole or 
any part thereof, other than the 
part so declared to be invalid. 

It is hereby made the duty of the 
Building Commissioner to adminis- 
ter this ordinance. 


Section 24.—Changes 
ments. 

The City Council may, of its own 
motion or upon petition signed by 
the owners of a majority of the 
property according to trontage in 
any district or portion thereof, pre- 
pare an ordinance amending, sup- 
plementing, or changing the district 
boundaries or the regulations here- 
in established. The City Council 
shall cause to ve prepared a notice 
indicating the proposed change in 
the regulations or in the district 
boundary lines and describing the 
boundaries of the territory to be 
affected, which notice shall set a 
date for a public hearing for con- 
sideration of such proposed amend- 
ment, supplement or change. After 
due publication and posting and 
public hearing of such proposed 
amendment, supplement or change, 
as required by law, the City Coun- 
cil may cause such ordinance to be 
introduced in the City Council of 
the City of Lansing. Whenever a 
written protest against such pro- 
pased amendment, supplement, or 
change, signed by the owners of 
twenty (20) percent of the front- 
age proposed to be altered, or by 
the owners of twenty (20) percent 
of the frontage immediately adjoin- 
ing or across an alley therefrom, or 
by the owners of twenty (20) per- 
cent of the frontage directly oppo- 
site the frontage proposed to be 
altered, shall have been filed with 
the City Council, the ordinance pro- 
viding for such proposed amend- 
ment, supplemert or change shail 
not be passed er-ept by the favor- 
able vote of thiee-fourths of the 
members of the City Council. If 
any area is hereafter transferred to 
another district by a change in dis- 
trict boundaries by an amendment, 
as above provided, the provisions of 
this ordinance in regard to build- 
ings or premises existing at the 
time of the passage of this ordi- 
nance shall apply to buildings or 
premises existing at the time of the 
passage of such amendment in such 
transferred areas. 

Section 25.—Conflicting Provisions 
Repealed.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
Gentlemen of the Council: 


Complying with ine provisions of 
the charter I will call to your atten- 


tion briefly some of the problems 
which confront the city and which 
will have our attention. 

The great problem of government 
is to make people contented and 
comfortable. Service and fact, ef- 
ficiency and courtesy to human life 
is greater than the grandeur of 
kings and in administering the af- 
fairs of city government we should 
bear in mind that we are entrusted 
with the people’s business and 
therefore should seriously put forth 
our best: efforts. All problems 
which come before the council 
should be given serious considera- 
tion. Proper debate and considera- 
tion should be encouraged. The 
views and opinions of all members 
should be respected at all times. I 
trust that the administration will 
have the co-operation of all mem- 
bers of the council and city offi- 
cials to the end that the city’s busi- 
ness may be carried on in a satis- 
factory and business-like manner. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


‘It is essential that jaws be obeyed. 


Laws should be enforced impartial-— 


ly. Any officer connected with law 
enforcing agencies, who is not in 
sympathy with the enforcement of 
any municipal, state or national law 
should resign. 


PARKS 


Our park system now embraces 
approximately 550 acres of land, and 
affords récreation and pleasure, not 
only for the citizens of Lansing, but 
also for people of the surrounding 
territory and visitors. Our munici- 
pal golf course used by approxi- 
mately 24,500 people between June 
16 and November 17, is sufficient 
evidence oi the popularity of this 
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new addition to our park system. 
Continued improvement of our park 
system should be encouraged. The 
park committee should co-operate 
with the park board in arriving at a 
plan of development for the proper- 
ty recently acquired along the Ce- 
dar river, between Lansing anda 
East Lansing. 


WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


The giving of aid to persons 
simply for the sake of giving is as- 
sistance misplaced. All cases should 
be thoroughly investigated by the 
welfare commissioner and reported 
to the council committee on welfare 
for approval before aid is given. I 
would recommend that so far as 
possible regular winter solicitors be 
required to let the department han- 
dle their finances the year round. 
If this were done no doubt many 
families now receiving aid could be 
provided for the year through out 
of the earnings of the members of 
the families. Close co-operation 
with the health department is es- 
sential. Inventory cf stock on hand 
should be taken the end of each 
quarter and filed with the city 
comptroller. Provisions having the 
ear marks of luxuries should not be 
provided. Buying provisions through 
the department for city officials and 
others should be discontinued. 


CITY SERVICE-SHEDS 


This department should be self- 
supporting. By installing a proper 
business system it can be made to 
pay its way, or nearly so. One man 
should be in control and he should 
be responsible to the mayor and 
council, Divided _ responsibility 
breeds disruption and _ discontent 
and makes for inefficiency. Repair- 
ing of privately owned cars and 
trucks should be discouraged. 


. BUDGET 


The ways and means ‘committee 
should request all departments to 
file statements of requirements as 
soon as_ possible. Departments 
should be advised to use the ut- 
most care in making up their re- 
quirements, thereby eliminating any 
items not absolutely essential. 


PERSONAL TAXES 


There are now delinquent person- 
al taxes due and unpaid amounting 
to approximately $62,000.60. Council 
should see that the section in the 
charter which provided ways and 
means for collecting personal taxes 
is lived up to. 


PURCHASING SUPPLIES 


The council rules provide that 
purchases of supplies (except such 


as are made by contract) shall be 
made by the committee on supplies. 
I believe this policy should be 
strictly adhered to. There is no 
question but that considerable sav- 
ing can be effected by following 
this policy. 


MARKET 


Considerable attention should be 
given this subject. Last year an 
item of $2,435.00 was placed into the 
budget to conduct the market. The 
market should be. self-supporting 
and the market committee should 
arrange at once to collect larger 


‘fees for stalls, so that instead of the 


market showing a deficit it should 
show a surplus at the end of the 
year, 


PARKING 


The parking problem is_ serious. 
The members of the council probab- 
ly do not realize it so much on ac- 
count of having reserved parking 
space on city property. I believe 
angle parking shovld be provider 
wherever the streets are wide 
enough to afford it. 


I believe it would lhe advisable to 
have the city enginetl prepare and 
furnish to the council, for future 
consideration, plans and estimate 
cost of building parking platform 
over the Grand river from the Micn- 
igan Av. bridge either to the north 
or south. In mentioning this mat- 
ter I do not mean to infer that this 
is an immediate necessity, but such 
plans and estimates might aid in the 
solution of this problem in the fu- 
ture. 


ORDINANCES 


Having passed the traffic and 
zoning ordinance, I think a hait 
should be made in the passage of 
new ordinances with one exception. 
I think you should place into effect 


some measure to provide a plan for: 


policemen and firemen’s pensions. 
Such an ordinance should not pro- 
vide a plan for raising fund by di- 
rect taxation, but the funds should 
be made up out of the earnings of 
the persons effected. I think the 
best plan to work out this problem 
is for the ordinance committee of 
the council to consult with commit- 
tees selected by the organizations 
effected. I would recommend the 
immediate publication of ordinances 
in book form in sufficient numbers 
to supply all needs for some time to 
come. 


MUNICIPAL COURT 


Our municipal court is function- 
ing in a satisfactory manner, The 
public building committee should 
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try and provide more office space. 
I would like to have the council dis- 
cuss the advisability of establish- 
ing a recorder’s court. This would 
have to be done by legislative act. 


BACK TAXES 


There is. due the city from the 
Michigan R. R. past due special as- 
sessment taxes amounting to $53,- 
667.74. This matter should receive 
the continued attention of the coun- 
cil until collection is made in full. 
The total amount of taxes due the 
city includime those not yet due is 
$98,203.32. This is for paving. 


PLATS 


Great care should be taken in ac- 
cepting plats. As a general rule 
certain territory in each plat should 
be set aside for children’s play- 
grounds, before the plat is accept- 
ed. No plat should be accepted un- 
til sufficient shade trees have been 
planted, ajl streets properly graded 
and graveled, proper street openings 
provided for and the plat conform 
to the general plan of the city. 


PLANTING TREES 


The cost of trimming, treating 
and keeping in shape shade trees ‘s 
borne by direct tax assessed against 
the city at large. The forest de- 
partment should be authorized to 
plant trees on streets where shade 
is lacking. Owners of new plats 
should be required to plant shade 
trees before the plats are accepted. 


ASSESSOR’S DEPARTMENT 


I would recommend full time 
clerks for the assessors. The asses- 
sors should spend a great deal more 
time in doing field work and by this 
I mean in personajly inspecting 
properties in their wards, to the 
end that no property may be left off 
the roll ‘and equality of values may 
be assured. Proper field books and 
plats are essential. I believe that 
if the room occupied by the asses- 
sors were partitioned off into three 
rooms it would provide better work- 
ing conditions for each assessor and 
make for greater efficiency. 


BRIDGES 


Saginaw street bridge has been 
declared unsafe for heavy loads. 
This bridge is on an important 
through highway. The county is 
planning on extending Saginaw St. 
to Haslett and Pine Lake and the 
state recognizes it as. the logical 
outlet for a trunk line to Perry, 
where it would connect with M-47, 
the state trunk line to Owosso and 
points east and north of Owosso. It 
is important to the city that these 
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projects be encouraged and that we 
havé a bridge that is safe for heavy 
loads at Saginaw St. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


This is a problem which we must 
face. The matter of the cost of in- 
stalling sewage disposal has been 
under consideration by the different 
municipalities in the state. I would 
respectfully ask that the aldermen 
follow the bill which will be intro- 
duced in the legislature this session, 
providing for an amendment to the 
home rule act creating what might 
be termed “sewer rates.’’ This meas-~ 
ure has the backing of the mayor 
of Detroit, and the league of Mich- 
igan municipalities and is designed 
to give the best method of financing 
sewage disposal systems and provid- 
ing for its maintenance. Under this 
plan special assessment, non faith 
and credit bonds would be issued to 
build and maintain the sewage dis- 
posal systems. These bonds would 
be paid off by money accruing from 
the “sewer rates.” <A_ sufficient 
amount should be placed in the bud- 
get this year to conduct the prelim- 
inary works Co-operation with the 
state and other cities in the Grand 
River basin is essential. 


STREETS AND PAVING 


The council has available for pav- 
ing $350,000.00 recently voted by 
bond issue to pave the following 
streets:

Complying with your request [f 
submit herewith estimated cost of a 
grade separation at Mt. Hope-av 
and Michigan Central Railroad 
tracks. 

On account of the topography of 
the ground at this location, the 
separation should be made by tak- 
ing the street grade up over the 
railroad tracks. If this is done, the 
street should be widened from Bai- 
ley-st to Donora-st so as to provide 
access to property at the present 
grade. Even if construction of the 
grade separation is delayed it would 
prove economical to secure the nec- 
essary land to widen the street to a 
width of 100 feet. Most of the 
property is vacant at the present 
time but there has been some build- 
ing done each year for the last few 
years. There would be less dam- 
ages to pay in the future if ar- 
rangements could be made with 
property owners now. 

1 believe that a structure built of 
concrete and structural steel, pro- 
viding at present a twenty-two foot 
roadway and two five-foot walks, 
which could be widened later would 
serve the purpose. If this can be 
built with an eighteen-foot clear- 
ance over the railroad tracks the 
estimated cost of the structure is 
$71,200.00. A structure providing a 
twenty-two foot clearance would 
cost - $103,000.00. These estimates 
are for the structures only and do 
not include any amount for land.

My Dear Mayor: 

Some two years ago the residents 
of Moore’s River-dr conceived the 
idea of acquiring title to that par- 
‘cel of land north of the Grand 
river, south of the Grand Trunk 
railway, west of the Logan-st 
bridge to the city limits, with the 
idea in mind of turning the same 
over to the city so that the city 
might control that much additionai 
river frontage for planting, park 
and playground purposes. Although 
this piece of land is extremely nar- 
row in spots it was believed that if 
the city held the same through co- 
operation with the water board, 
sufficient amount of this land could 
be filled to make this a very desir- 
able park, ranging in width from 
one-half block to a full block. And 
incidentally is a direct move to fol- 
low out the plan as rendered by 
Harland Bartholomow for the city 
of Lansing in 1921. 

Last year during the winter 
months when business was not par- 
ticularly rushing, a committee did 
solicit funds amounting to $4,400.00 
and secured title to the above land 
with the exception of a small piece 
fronting on the Logan-st bridye, 
which is held by C. W. Foster and 
this is available as soon as Mr. Fos- 
ter and the city attorney get .ir0- 
gether relative to the right to fill. 
The deeds for these five parcels are 
now in the hands of Dean Kelly, 
who is preparing a deed so that the 
same may be turned over to the 
city when they are ready to accept 
the same. 

At the time the committee was 
soliciting funds, Mr. Smith Young 
had just purchased the old Lansing 
Ice company property at the corner 
of Moore’s River-dr and Logan-st 
for $15,000. Mr. Young very kind- 
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ly made the proposition to the com- 
mittee that if we would aise addi- 
tional funds by solicitat'on for the 
purchase of three parcels of land 
west Of the piece which he had ac- 
quired title to, he would give the 
city for park and play ground, the 
old Lansing Ice Company property. 
In other words, Mr. Troyer, Mr. 
Young is making a $15,000 contribu- 
tion to the above development. 

_ The land which Mr. Young speci- 
fied we should acquire took the de- 
velopment to the foot of the hill on 
Moore’s River-dr and consisted of 
44 feet owned by John Clear; 66 
feet owned by a Mr. Murphay and 
319 feet owned by Mrs. J. H. Moores. 
This combined with the land which 
the city already has title to, gives 
a farther development of Moores 
Park of 600 feet on Moores River- 
dr with a depth of 130 feet to 400 
feet to the river. 

Those whom we solicited for sub- 
scriptions for this fund felt that it 
was a city at large proposition ana 
the subscriptions were not easy to 
secure, Consequently our first ef- 
fort ended with the purchase of the 
land north of the river. 

Before Mr. Young left for the 
south this winter he called in Ard 
Richardson and myself and advised

BEFORE THE ENTIRE BENCH. 
CLARK, J. 

To dispose of garbage the City of 
Lansing in 1921 acquired about 250 
acres of land, and established a 
piggery thereon, in Delta township. 
Eaton county, three miles from the 
city. Suit was commenced to re- 
strain the establishing of the pig- 
gery, but it was held to have been 
brought prematurely, City of Lan- 
sing vs. Eaton Circuit Judge, 214 
Mich. 117. A laryze number of hogs 
has been Kept and the garbave col- 
lected in the city has been fed daily. 
Garbage is defined by ordinance of 
the city: 

“Garbage, within the meaning of 
this ordinance, shall be construed to 
mean rejected food wastes, and to 
include every refuse accumulation 
of animal, fruit or vegetable matter 
used or intended for food; or that 
attends the preparation, use, cook- 
ing, dealing in, or storing, of meat, 
fish, fowl, fruit or vegetables.” 

To show operation we quote from 
opinion of the trial judge: ‘ 

“It appears from the proofs 
that the garbage is first deposited 
by the citizens in 11-gallon cans, of 
whieh there are about eleven thou- 
sand in use, and in which it is col- 
lected once a week from residences 


and daily from hotels and restau- 
rants, The cans and their contents 
are conveyed daily (except Sundays) 
to the piggery on five motor trucks. 
Two trips are usually made daily 
by each truck, and about forty tons 
of garbage are daily carried to the 
piggery. At times the liquids in the 
cans are jolted out upon the trucks 
and also upon the roadways. 

“Upon arrival at the farm, the 
trucks are driven’ into sheds, 100 
feet long by 34 feet wide, with twwo 
parallel cement feeding platforms 
running their entire length. On 
these platforms the garbage is 
dumped, three to four loads on a 
side and after examination for glass 
and other undesirable matter, the 
hogs are let in to feed upon it. 
There are three of these feeding 
pens, 

“The average number of hogs in 
the piggery in 1924 was twelve hun- 
dred, but there are as many as fif- 
teen hundred at times, and all are 
fed twice a day. 

“After the hogs finish eating 
from the garbage, lime is scattered 
over the leavings, which are then 
gathered on manure spreaders and 
carried out to the fields to be dis- 
tributed upon the land. This pro- 
cess begins in the morning and con- 
tinues until about four o’clock in 


the afternoon, at which time lime’ 


is spread over the day’s accretions. 
No further disturbance occurs until 
the land is fitted for a crop. It may 
be stated that prior to July, 1924, as 
the proofs indicate, instead of using 
the spreader, it was customary to 
draw out this refuse, or offal, as it 
has been called, in dump wagons, 
and throw it upon the _ fields in 
small heaps upon which lime was 
thrown.” 

Plaintiffs have their homes and 
live about in the vicinity of the pig- 
gery. Alleging nuisance they filed 
bill in 1924 to have it abated and 
had decree. Defendant city ap- 
pealed. The record showed beyond 
question that the material allega- 
tions of the bill were true and that 
plaintiffs were entitled to the relief 
prayed. 

A witness in the case has testified 
of a plan for eliminating objection- 
able features, When the appeal 
came on for hearing in this court 
in April, 1926, nuisance was con- 
ceded as a fact, and counsel for the 
city argued for further time in 
which to attempt correction of 
methods. The business being law- 
ful, the investment large, the prob- 
lem difficult, and a new plan being 
proposed, this court directed the 


entering of an order permitting op- 


eration to continue until September 
1, 1926. Such test period expiring 
defendant city filed claim that it 
had met objections of plaintiffs, 
which plaintiffs denied. On that is- 
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sue testimony was taken before the 
trial judge and returned into this 
court. The matter has been briefed 
and argued by counsel. There is 
but one question here, has the city 
succeeded in abating the nuisance? 

The area affected is, approxi- 
mately, a circle having a diameter 
of nearly three miles, the piggery in 
the center. The testimony taken 
before decree established that with- 
in such area, and according to the 
direction of the wind, plaintiffs suf- 
fered in their homes and about their 
premises, physical discomfort from 
the sickening, nauseating and of- 
fensive odors. And they were an- 
noyed by flies in great and unusual 
numbers. It was shown, too, that 
‘because of the nuisance plaintiffs 
properties were less desirable. Hon- 
orable Alfred H. Doughty, then 
Mayor of Lansing testified: 

“Q.—Would you want the smell 
that you yourself, have smelled out 
there, to be invading your home- . 
would you want it—the smell of it. 
in your house? 

“A.—I don’t think I would.” 

In its efforts toward reform the 
chief dificulty encountered by the 
city is the garbage itself, which is 
a nuisance per se. It is malodorous 
and the quality is persisting. Dur- 
ing the test period the city in- 
creased its supply of wate for 
cleansing and, to facilitate that, 
built concrete floors. It installed a 
spraying system and it erected 
sheds in an attempt to confine the 
odors. But the chief reform is of 
the method of disposing of waste 
garbage taken from the feeding 
pens. Formerly as above noted, it 
was spread over the fields or left 
in piles therein. Now the city has 
a trenching machine. The waste is 
taken by truck from the _ pens 
dumped into a shallow trench and 
covered by earth. While there is 
much testimony to the contrary we 
think the tendency of the new meth- 
ods is to minify somewhat, the ob- 
jectionable features; but the great 
preponderance of evidence now be- 
fore us is to the effect that the nui- 
sance still exists. Edward D. Rich, 
Director of the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing of the Michigan Department of 
Health; William C. Hirn, assistant 
engineer of the department; Pro- 
fessor George <A. Branaman, and 
Professor W. E. J. Edwards of the 
Michigan State College aided the 
city in its efforts toward reform. 
We mention this to show, and it is 
the fact, that the city officials have 
made an earnest and sincere effort 
to save.-the piggery. The professors 
and the engineers testified for de- 
fendants. But any sensible person 
may testify of the presence of of- 
fensive odors. ; 

On the issue now here, twelve 
witnesses were sworn for the city. 
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Running through much of their 
testimony is an element of confes- 
sion of the presence of such odors. 
Forty-four witnesses were sworn 
for plaintiffs. Their testimony is 
substantially a repetition of that 
which was before the trial judge on 
the original hearing, and is to the 
effect that the efforts of the city 
during the test period have resulted 
in no considerable abatement of the 
offensive features. They testified 
of the prevalence and existence of 
odors in their homes and about 
their premises from the garbage 
and the piggery continuing during 
the test period which they charac- 
terized as ‘sickening,’ ‘“nauseat- 
ing,” “rotten,” “awfully offensive,” 
etc. They told again of the flies. They 
testified also as before of personal 
and physical discomfort and annoy- 
ance, and that their homes had been 
made and were less desirable. 
Equity requires that the decree 
be sustained but it will not become 
effectual until May Ist next. | 
So modified the decree is af- 
firmed, with costs to plaintiffs.

Dear Sir: 

In your communication of recent 
date you advise that there has been 
a question raised as to the validity 
of the so ‘called ‘Zoning Ordinance,” 
recently passed by the City Council 
having particular reference to the 
amendment made to such ordinance 
at the time of its being passed. 

An examination of the records of 
the City Clerk show the following 
material facts:

The legislative authority for the 
City of Lansing to create zones 
and pass this ordinance is found in 
Act No. 207 Public Acts of 1921 of 
the state of Michigan, and Section 
four of that act is the one that must 


be considered in determining the 
legality of the procedure. followed 
by the city. This section is some 
confusing, but a study of its pro- 
visions seems to clear up _ its 
phraseology so that its material re- 
quirements are apparent. 

It provides that a city may pro- 
vide by ordinance for the manner 
in which regulations and bound- 
aries of districts or zones shall be 
determined and enforced. It also 
Provides that a public hearing shall 
be held before any such regulations 
Shall be effective and that there 
must be not less than 15 days no- 
tice of such hearing. 

Following are several provisions 
Which apply to cities having a pop- 
ulation of 25,000 or more but in 
none of them in my opinion is there 
anything which in any way over- 
rides the requirement for a public 
hearing as above set forth. 

Under the Charter a public hear- 
ing would not be required under the 
circumstances set forth, but the 
charter does not supersede the re- 
quirements of the state law. 

So far as I am able to discover, 
this question has not been passed 
upon by our Supreme Court direct- 
ly. In many cases they have said 
that the right to pass an ordinance 


of this character is not an inherent: 


one and if statutory 
granted by the 
strictly followed. 


In New Jersty where the charter 
required an ordinance to be pub- 
lished between its second and third 
reading u material amendment can- 
not be made after the second read- 
ing without the publication and no- 
tice prescribed by the charter. 

State vs. Newark—30 N. J. L. 303. 

This same rule was announced in 
a California case. (also see Vol 2 
McQuillan Mun. Corp. Sec’s 700-701. 
The general rule of law applicable 
is stated in Ruling Case Law: (19 
RCL—Sec. 188) as follows: 


“When a statute provides a mode 
of procedure for municipal counefls 
designed to protect the citizens and 
tax payers from hasty and ill-con- 
sidered legislation or to enforce 
publicity in the actions of the coun- 
cil the mode of procedure thus pre- 
scribed must be strictly observed. 
Such statutory provisions constitute 
conditions precedent and unless an 
ordinance or resolution is adopted 
in compliance with the conditions 
and direction thus prescribed it will 
have no force.”

fore, this agreement. 

The said party of the first part 
does hereby promise and agree tn 
and with the said parties of the see 
ond part as follows: 

1. That the said party of the first 
part will collect all the garbage of 
the City of Lansing, and substan- 
tially in the same manner as it has 
been doing in the past and delive: 
the same at a point in the City of 
Lansing convenient to be taken by 
parties of the second part which 
point will be agreed upon, presum 
ably at what is known as the City 
sheds. At the point of = delivery 
heretofore mentioned the said party 
of the second part will have its 
trucks and the cans ot garbage will 
be transferred from the trucks of 
party of the first part to the parties 
of the second part without hinder 
ance or delay, but should it happen 
that the trucks of the parties of the 
second part were not at the point 
at the time of the unloading by par- 
ty of the first part. then party of 
the first part shall unload its cans 
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on a platform convenient for the 
parties of the second part to reload 
upon its own trucks; that the par- 
ties of the second part will operate 
and conduct the same so as to allow 
no accumulation of garbage upon 
said platform, this being under- 
stood as an emergency proposition. 

2. That the said party of the first 
part agrees at all times during the 
continuance of this agreement that 
in the collection of the garbage to 
use reasonable care to see _ that 
other matters than garbage as it is 
generally understood, will not he 
put in the garbage can and that it 
will use reasonable diligence in en- 
forcing the ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, in relation to garbage, and 
will if necessary, pass such other 
ordinance or ordinances as may be 
necessary in relation thereto. [t be- 
ing understood that the ;arbage is 
to be fed to hogs and that the par- 
ties of the second part will obtain 
the same for that purpose. 

8. It is further agreed that the 
parties of the second part will take 
the garbage in the cans at the point 
as hereinbefore stated to their pig 
gery near Portland, where the cans 
wilt be emptied, thoroughly washed 
and sterilized by the said parties of 
the second part. and returned to the 
City of Lansing at the point from 
which said zarbage was delivered to 
them; and that the same will be op- 
erated promptly and without un- 
reasonable hinderance or delay.

That 
is, the City is In no way responsible 
to any person or+ persons who may 
or might claim damages by reason 
of the handling of*the caid garbage 
after it leaves the point:in the City 
as aforesaid. 

6 It is further mutually agreed 
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that the entire output of the gar- 


bage of the City of Lansing shall be 
delivered to party of the second 
part as hefeinbefore stated and the 
parties of the second part hereby 
agree to take entire output of gar- 
bage at said point in accordance 
with the terms of this contract 
agreement. 

7. It is further agreed that this 
contract agreement shall be in full 
force and effect for a period of five 
years from and after the date the 
said parties of the first part under- 
take the delivery of the garbage to 
the parties of the second part, but 
not later than May 1, 1927.

Section 1. The City of Lansing 
ordains that all persons, firms or 
corporations desiring to gell any 
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goods, wares or merchandise within 
the corporate limits of the city by 
hawking or peddling the same, or 
offering to sell the same, in any 
street, lane, alley, loading dock, the 
city market, or in any public place 
in said city, or carrying any such 
goods, wares and merchandise about 
suid city from place to place or from 
house to house or taking orders for 
any such goods, wares and merchan- 
dise to be thereafter delivered from 
house to house or from place to 
place in said city either by them- 
selves, their agents or employes, 
Shall first obtain a license from the 
said city for such purpose. 

Provided, however, that it shall be 
lawful for any person without such 
license, to sell fruits, vegetables, 
grains or other farm or garden prou- 
ducts raised on premises or land 
owned or occupied by such persons, 
at the city market in said city ac- 
cording to the ordinance in such 
case made and provided and accord- 
ing to the rules established for the 
operation of said eity market or by 
carrying the same from place to 
place, or from house to house, in 
said city.

No License shall be 
granted until the person applying 
therefore shall have paid for the 
same the sum of Five Dollars 
($5) for each day that license 
shall be issued, or the sum of One 
Hundred MDollars ($100.00) which 
would entitle the person applying 
Yor said license to engage in the 
business herein set forth for a peri- 
od of one vear. Provided, however, 
if said applicant shall be a per- 
manent resident of the city of Lan- 
sing, the license fee for one year 
shall be $50.00. 


Section 4. The provisions of the 
ordinances shall not be construed to 
apply to nor regulate commercial 
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travelers employed by wholesale 
houses and selling staple articles of 
merchandise to merchants of the 
city to be retailed by them; nor to 
persons selling milk; nor to the de- 
livery of goods sold by business 
houses of the city; nor to sales for 
charitable purposes by residents of 
the city. No license granted under 
the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be assignable nor protect any 
person, ftirm or corporation but the 
one to whom it is granted. 

Section 5. Every person claiming 
to have a license issued under the

Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance’ shall upon conviction 
thereof be punished by a fine of not 
less than Five Dollars and not ex- 
ceeding Fifty Dollurs and the costs 
of prosecution; and the Court, be- 
tore whom such conviction shall be 
had, may make a further sentence 
that in default of the payment of 
such fine and costs within the time 
to be fixed by such Court,, the per- 
son so convicted shall be imprisoned 
in the county jail, or city prison 
until such costs and fine are paid 
not exceeding the term of ninety 
days.

the purpose of height measure- 
ment. 


Curb level: The curb level is the 
level of the established curb in 
front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where 
mo curb has been established the 
city engineer shall establish such 
curb or its equivalent for the pur- 
pose of these regulations. 

Depth of Rear Yard: ‘The mean 
horizontal distance between the 
rear line of the building and ‘the 
eenter line of the alley, where an 
a‘ley exists; otherwise the rear lot 
line. 

Depth of Lot: The mean _ hori- 
zontal distance between the front 
and rear lot lines. 

Dwelling: Is any house or build- 
ing, or portion thereof, which its 
occupied in whole or in part as the 
home or residence of one or more 
human beings, 

District: A section of the city 


of Lansing for which the regula- 
tions governing the height, the 
area or the use of buildings and 
premises are the same. 

Group House: 


A group of not 
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more than four (4) one-family 


dwellings, erected simultaneously 
as one ‘building, under the same 
roof * 

Hei of Building: The verti- 


cal disvines measured for’ the 
curb level opposite the middle of 
the front of the building to the 
highest point of the roof for fiat 
roofs; to the deck line for mansard 
roofs, and to the’ mean height level] 
(between eaves and ridge) for 
gable and hip roofs. Where a 
building is located upon a terrace 
the height may be measured from 
the average ground level oft the 
terrace at the building wall. 

Height of Yara: The vertical 
distance from the lowest level of 
such yard to the highest point of 
any bounding wall. 

Hotel: A hotel is a building in 
which lodging is provided with or 
without meals (for more than fifty 
(50) persons) and offered to the 
public for compensation. As such 


it is opened to transient guests in- 


contradistinction to a boarding 
house, a lodging house, an apart- 
ment house or an apartment hotel 
which are herein specifically de- 
fined. 

Ledging House: «a iodging house 
is at building or place providing 
lodgings to individuals pursuant to 
previous arrangement and not to 
any one who may apply. 

Lot: Land occupied or to be oc- 
cupied by a building and accessory 
buildings and including such open 
spaces aS are required under this 
ordinance, and having its principal] 
frontage upon a public street or of- 
ficially approved place. 

Lot, corner: Lot, triangular: A 
lot fronting on two or more streets 
at their junction, said streets form: 
ing with each other an angle of 
45 degrees or more, is a corner 
lot. When the angle formed by the 
intersecting street is less than 45 
degrees, such a lot shall be known 
as a triangular lot. For the pur- 
pose of determining the percentage 
of lot occupancy, corner and tri- 
angular lots shall be assumed to 
have an area not greater’ than 
5,000 square feet and a frontage 
not greater than 100 feet on either 
of the intersecting streets. 

Lot, interior: A lot other than «@ 
corner lot or triangular lot. 

Lot, through: An interior lot 
having frontage on two streets. 

Lot lines: The lines bounding a 
lot as defined herein. 


Multiple dwelling: Is a dwelling 
which is occupied more or less per- 
manently for residence purposes by 
several families and in which the 
rooms are occupied in apartments, 
suites or groups, includes tenement 
houses, flats. apartment houses, 
upeartment hotels, and all other 
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dwellings similarly occupied, 
wiether’ specifically enumerated 
herein or not. 

Non-conforming use: A _ building 
or premises occupied by a use that 
does not conform with the regula- 
tions of the use district in which it 
is situated. 

One family dwetlng: Is a build- 
ing occupiea as a dwelling by not 
more than one family. 

Percentage of lot occupancy: 
That portion of the area of a iot, 
as herein defined, which is occu- 
pied or which may be _ occupied 
under this ordinance as buiiaing 
Area. 

Place: An open unoccupied space 
dedicated to purposes of access for 
abutting property. ; 

Private garages: A garage with 
a capacity for not more than three 
steam or motor-aiven vehicles. 

Public garage Any premises 
used for housing or care of more 
than three steam or motor-driven 
vehicles, or where any such vehicles 
are equipped for operation, repalir- 
ed, or kept for remuneration, hire 
vr sale, nut ineiuding exhibition 
or show rooms for model cars. 

Private stable: A stable with a 
capacity for not more than four 
horses, all but one o1 Whicn shart 
be the property of one owner. 

Public stable: <A stable with a 
eapacity for more than four horses 

Rear Yard: An open unoccupied 
space (excluding accessory  build- 
ings, see Sec. 15) on the same lot 
with a building between the rear 
line of the building and the rear 
line of the lot, for the full widtn 
of the lot. 

Setback: The minimum horizon- 
tal distance between the front line 
of the building (excluding steps 
and unenclosed porches) and the 
front line of the lot. 

Side yard: An open unoccupied 
space on the same lot with a builtd- 
ing between the building and the 
side line of the lot extending 
through from the front building 
line to the rear yard. 

Street: A fublic thoroughfare 
more than twenty-four (24) feet 
wide. 

Story: That portion of a _ build- 
ing included tatween the surface 
of any floor next avove it, or if 
there be no flovr above it then thy 
space between such floor and the 
ceiling next above it. 

Half story: That portion of a 
building in the 35-foot height dis- 
trict, between the eaves and ridge 
lines of a pitched roof, which may 
or may nct be used for tenant pur- 
poses. 

Structural alterations: Any change 
in the suppo ’ 1g: members of a 
building, such as bearing walls or 
partitions, columns, beams or grid- 
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ers excepting such alterations as 
may be required for the safety of 
the building. 

Tenement house: See “Multiple- 
Dwelling.’’ 

Terrace: A natural or artificial 
earthen embankment between a 
building and its street front. The 
“height of terrace” shall be the 
difference in elevation between the 
average curb level, and the aver- 
age elevation of the terrace at 
the building wall. 

Tower: A subordinate enclosed 
structure projecting above the roof 
line of a main buriding and having 
a roof supported by columns or 
walis. Such tower may pe or may 
not be used for tenant purposés. 

Two-family dwelling: Is a build- 
ing occupied as a awelling of not 
more than two families. 

Section 2.—Use District Regula- 
tions. 

In order to regulate and restrict 
the loeation of trades and industries 
and the location of buildings erect- 
ed or altered for specific uses, the 
city of Lansing is hereby divided 
into “use districts,” of which there 
shall be five, known as: 

“A” Residence District. 

“B’”’ Residence District. 

“Cc” Commercial District. 

“D” Industrial District. 

“E”’ Unrestricted District. 

The City of Lansing ishereby di- 
vided into five (5) districts afore- 
said, and the boundaries of such 
districts are shown upon the map 
attached hereto and made a part ot 
this ordinance, being designated as 
the “use district map,” and _ said 
map and all the notations, refer- 
ences and other things shown 
Lhereon shall be as much a part of 


this oidinance as if the matters 


and things set forth by said map 
were all fully deseribed herein. 


xcept as hereinafter provided, 
no building shall be erected or al- 
tered nor shall any buildfmng’ or 
premises be used for any purposes 
other than is permitted In the “use 
district” in which such building or 
premises is located.

The lawful use of a building ex-

When- 
ever a non-conforming use of a 
building has been changed to a 
nigher classification or to a con- 
forming use, such use shall nor 
thereafter be changed to a use of 
a lower classification.

The city of Lansing is hereby di- 
vided into the five (5) districts 
aforesaid, and the boundaries of 
such districts are shown upon the 
map attached hereto and made a 
part of this ordinance, being desig- 
nated as the “Height and Area Dis- 
trict Map,” and said map afid all 
the notations, references and othe 
things shown thereon shall be as 
much apart of this ordinance as if 
the matters and things set forth by 
said map were all fully described 
herein. 

Except as hereinafter provided 
no building shall be erectéd or al- 
tered to exceed in height and limit 
herein established for the district 
in which such bullding is located. 
‘covided iturther, that no new 
building shall be erected, nor shall 
an existing building be altered, en- 
larged or rebuilt, nor shall any 
open spaces surrounding any build 
ing be encroached upon or reduced 
in any manner except in conform- 
ity with the regulations hereby es- 
tablished for the district in which 
such building is tocatea.

In the “EK” Height and Area Dis- 
trict building used for residential 
purposes shall comply with the 
regulations of the “C” Height and 
Area District. The height of build- 
ing, the minimum dimensions of 
yards and courts, the maximum 
y-reentace of lot occupancy and 
the maximum numper of families 
per acre for all other buildings 
shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter 
erected shall exceed one hundred 
fifty (150) feet. 


Rear Yard: There shall be a rear 
yard of not less than ten (10) feet. 


Side Yard. A side yard, if pro- 
vided, shall be not less than three 
(3) feet; nor less than_ three- 
fourths of <n irch wide for each 
foot of building length. 


Building Area: A building with 
its accessory buildings may occupy 
the entire lot on the first floor, 
provided the required provision for 
a rear yard is complied’ with. 
Above the first fluor a building 
shall not occupy in excess of 
ninety (90) per cent of a corner lot, 
nor in excess or eighty (80) per 
cent of an interior lot. 

Section 15.—Heighc ana Area Dis- 
+-Jjet Fivwerantions, 

The foregoing requirements in 
the height and area district shall 
be subject to the following excep- 
tions and regulations: 

Heights— 

First: That in the “A” and “B” 
Height and Area District, public or 
semi-public buildings, hospitals, 
sanitariums or schools may be 
erected to a height not éxceeding 
sixty (60) feet. when a setback 
from ail lot lines not less than one 
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foot for each foot such building 
exceed thirty-five (35) and forty- 
five (45) feet respectively in 
height. 

Second: A one family dwelling in 
the “A” Height and Area District 
may be increased in height by not 
more than ten (10) feet when two 
(2) side yards of not less than fif- 
teen (15) feet each are provided. 
Such dwellings, however, shall not 
exceed three (3) stories in height.

after adopted ordinances of the 
City of Lansing. 

Fourth: Chimneys, cooling tow- 
ers, elevator bulkheads, fire towers, 
&us tanks, grain elevators, light- 
houses, pent houses stacks, stage 
towers or scenery lofts, sugar re- 
fineries, tanks, water towers, orn- 
amental towers and spires, wireless 
towers or necessary mechanical ap- 
purtenances may be erected as to 
their height in accordance witu ex- 
isting or hereafter adopted ordi- 
nances of the City of Lansing. A 
tower may be erected ona build- 
ing having a minimum frontuge of 
cne hundred (100) feet on a street, 
provided such tower occupies not 
more than 50% of the frontage of 
the street, is removed twenty-five 
feet from any adjoining property 
line and shall have a maximum 
horizontal area not to exceed 
thirty-six hundred (3600) square 
fest. A tower may be erected on a 
tuilding having a frontage = on 
three or more streets, but such 
tower shall have a maximum hori- 
zontal dimension of not more than 
506%, of the average frontage of 
the huildire on all streets, shall 
he removed at least twenty-five 
(25) feet from any adjoining 
property line, and shall have a 
maximum horizonta:r area not. tn 
exceed thirty-six hundred (3600) 
sauare feet.

First: For purposes of the area. 


regulations a semi-detached dwell- 
ing in the “A’’ Residence District. 
or groun house in the “B” Resi- 
dence District mav be considered 
as one building and occupying one 
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lot. 


Second: Buildings on through 


lots and running through from 
street to street May waive the re- 
quirements for a rear yard when 
complying with the percentage of 
lot occupancy by furnishing other 
open spaces in lieu of such re- 
quired rear yard. 

Third: In mode the deptii 
of a rear yard or the width of a 
side yard for any building where 
such yard opens onto an alley or 
street, one-half of such alley cr 
street may be assumed to be a 
portion of the yard. 

Fourth: In computing the per- 
centage of lot occupancy in the 
“Dp” and “HR” Height and Area 
District where a lot abutts on an 
alley, oné<-half the width of the 
abutting alley may be assumed to 
be a portion of the lot. 

Fifth: Every part or a required 
yard shall be open from its lowest 
point to the sky unobstructed, ex- 
eept for the ordinary projections of 
skylight above the bottom of such 
vard and except for the projection 
of sills, belt courses, cornices and 
ornamental features not to exceed 
four (4) inches. : 

Sixth: No cornice shall project 
over the street line more than 
three (3) per cent of the width of 
such street, and shall in no case 
project more thax three (3) feet. 

Seventh: Open or lattice enclosed 
fire escapes, fireproof outside stair- 
ways and. solid floored balconies 
opening upon fire towers, project- 
ing into a yard not more than five 
(5) feet, and the ordinary projec- 
tions of chimneys and flues, may be 
perm'tted by the Building Commis- 
sioner where same are so placed as 
not to obstruct oP light and ven- 
tilation. 


Bight: One Or more accessorv 
buildings may be erected within s 
required rear- yard when built to a 
height not exceeding twelve (12) 
feet and which occupy an area of 
not more than thirty (30) per cent 
of the area of such required rear 
yard. 


Section 16.—Board of Appeals.. 
Creation of Membership: A 
Board of Appeals is hereby estahb- 
lished. The word “Board” when 
uséd in this section shall be con- 
strued to mean the Board of Ap- 
peals. The Board shall consist of 


five members of whom not less : 


than two (2) shall be members of 
the Citv Couneil apnointed hv the 
Mayor by and with the consent of 


“the Council for terms of ane (1) 


for one year, and two (2) for two 
years, and two (2) for three vears. 
respectively. ir the first instance 
and thereafte: appointments. shal! 
be for three (3) years each The 
chairman of the Board shall be an- 
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nually elected by the members of 
the Board. All members of the 
Board shall serve without compen- 
sation. 

Meetings: Meetings of the Board 
shall be held at such times as the 
Board may determine. There shall 
be a fixed place of meeting and all 
meetings shall be open to the pub- 
lic. The Board shall adopt its own 
rules of procedure and keep a rec- 
ord of its proceedings, showing the 
action of the Board- and the vote 
of each member upon each question 
considered. The presence of our 
members shall be necesSary to con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Appeal: Appeal from the ruling 
of the Building Commission con- 
cerning the enforcement of the 
provisions of this ordinance mav 
be made to the Board of Appeals 
within such time as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Board by general 
rule. The appellant shall file with 
the Building Commission and with 
the Roard of Anpeals a notice of 
appeal. specifying the grounds 
thereof. The Building Commis 
sioner shall forthwith transmit to 
the Board all the papers constitut- 
ing the récord upon which the ac- 
tion appealed for was taken. 


Stay: An appeal stays al! prn- 
ceedings in furtherance of the ac- 
tion appealed from unless the 
Building Commissioner, from whom 
the appeal is taken, certifies to the 
Board of Appeals, after the notice 
of apveal shall have been filed 
with him, that. by reason of facts 
stated in the certificate, a stay 
would in his opinion cause immi- 
nent peril to life or property in 
which case proceedings shall] not 
be stayed otherwise than by a re- 
straining order which may be 
granted by the Board of Appeals 
or by the Circuit Court on appli- 
cation, on notice to the Building 
Commissioner from whom the ap- 
peal is taken and on due cause 
shown. 


Jurisdiction: The Board of Ap- 
peals may, in. specific cases, after 
public notice and hearing, and sub- 
ject to appropriace conditions and 
safeguards, determine and vary the 
application of the use, height and 
area district regulations herein é68- 
tablished in harmony with thefr 
general purposes and intent as fol- 
lows: 


(1) Grant a permit in a_ resi- 
dence district for a temporary 
huilding for commerce or industry 
incidental to the residential devel- 
opment, such permit to be issued 
for a period of not more than one 
(1) vear. 

(2)’ Grant a permit ina residence 
district for temporary building for 
distributing ice for a period of one 
year. r 
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(3) Grant a permtt for the recon- 
struction within twelve (12) 
months of a building destroyed by 
fire or other causes to the extent 
of not more than one-half of its 
assessed value when such building 
is located in a district restricted 
against its use. 


(4) Grant a permit for the ex- 
tension of a use or height and area 
district for a distance of not more 
than twenty-five (25) feet where 
the boundary line o., a district di- 
vides a lot in a single ownership 
at the time of the adoption of this 
ordinance. - 

(5) Grant a permit for the en- 
largement of existing building or 
buildings, or erevrron on the same 
lot or plot of groune of additiona! 
buildings for a trade, business or 
industry located in a district re- 
stricted against its use, where such 
enlargement or expansion of such 
trade, business or tndustry will not 
be detrimental to or tend to alter 
the character of the neighborhood. 


(6) Grant a permit for the erec- 
tion and use of a building or the 
use of a premiSes tn any location 
to a public service corporation or 
for public utility purpose which 
the Board admits reasonably neces- 
sary for the public convenience or 
welfare. 


(7) Interpret the provisions of" 


this ordinance in such a way as 
to carry out the intent and pur- 
Pose of the plan, as shown upon 
the maps fixin'g the several dist- 
ricts accompanying and made a 
part of this ordinance where the 
street layout actually on the 
ground varies from the street lay- 
out as shown on the maps afore- 
said. 

(8) Adopt from time to time 
such rules and regulations as may 
be deemed necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, 

(9) “Grant permit for the g@rec- 
tion of a one family dwelling on 
a lot held under a separate and 
distinct ownership from the adja- 
cent lots and of record at the time 
of the passage of this ordinance 
which has less area than the lot 
area per family requirements of 
this ordinance for the district in 
which such lot is located. 

Section 17.—Certificate of Occu- 
pancy and Compliance. 


No premises shal) be occupied or 
used and no building shal} here- 
after be erected or altered, nor 
any building existing at the pass. 
age of this ordinance be altered 
or changed in its use, until cer- 
tificates called a “Certificate of Oc- 
cupancy and Compliance,” shall 
have been issued by the Building 
Commissioner, stating that the 
building or proposed use of build- 
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ing or premises complies with all 
building and health laws and or- 
dinances of the city and with the 
provisions of this Zoning Ordi- 
hance, 


This Certificate of Occupancy and 
Compliance shall be applied for at 
the same time as the application for 
a building permit and shall be is- 
sued at any time, not exceeding ten 
(10) days, after the erection or al- 
teration of such building shall have 
been completed in conformity with 
the provisions of these regulations. 
A record of all certificates shall be 
kept on file in the office of the 
Building Commissioner and copies 
shall be furnished on request, to 
any person having a proprietary or 
tenancy interest in the building af- 


fected. No fee shall be charged for 


the original Certificate of Occu- 
pancy and Compliance when applied 
for at the same time as the appli- 
cation for a building permit for 
all other certificates or copies of 
any original certificate there shall 
be a charge of one dollar each. No 
building permit shall be issued be- 
fore application has been made for 
Certificate of Occupancy and Com- 
pliance, 

Section 18—Plats. 

All applications for building per- 
mits shall be accompanied by a 
plat in duplicate drawn to scale 
showing the actual dimensions vw! 
the lot to be built upon, the size 
of the building to be erected, and 
such other information as may be 
necessary to provide for the en- 
forcement of these regulations. A 
careful record of such applications 
and plats shall be kept in the of- 
fice of the building commissioner. 
No yard, court or other open space 
provided about any building for 
the purpose of complying with the 
provisions of these regulations 
shall again be used as a yard, 
court or other open space for an- 
other building. 

Section 19—Use Permit. 

No change shall be made in the 
use of a building without a permit 
having first been issued by the 
building commissioner, and no per- 
mit shall be issued to make such a 
change unless it is in accordance 
with the provisions: of this ordi- 
nanes or amendment thereto here- 
after iuly enacted 
Section 20.—-Interpretation. Purpose 

and Conflict. 

In interpreting und applying the 
provisions of this ordinance, they 
shall be held to be the minimum 
requirements for the promotion of 
the public safety, health, conveni- 
ence, comfort, prosperity and gen- 
eral welfare. It is not intended by 
this ordinance to interfere with or 
ubrogate or annul any ordinance, 
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rules, regulations or permits pre- 
viously adopted or issued, and not 
in conflict with any of the provis- 
‘jons of this ordinance or which 
shall be adopted or issued, pursu- 
ant to law, relating to the use of 
buildings or premises, nor is _ it 
intended by this ordinance to in- 
terfere with or abrogate or annul 


any easements, covenants, or other - 


agreements between parties, pro- 
vided, however, that where this 
ordinance imposes a_ greater re- 
striction upon the use of building 
or premises or upon height of 
building or requires larger open 
spaces than are imposed or re- 
quired by such ordinances, rules, 
regulations or permits, or by ease- 
ments. covenants, or agreements, 
the provisions of this ordinance 
shall control. 

Section 21—Violation.; Penalty. | 

Every person, firm or corporation 
violating, neglecting or refusing to 
comply with any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not less than twenty-five 
($25) dollars, nor more than two 
hundred ($200) dollars. 

Each and every day’s continuance 
of the violation of this ordinance 
shall constitute a separate offense 
and be punishable as_ such. 

‘The City of Lansing or any pri- 
vate citizen may take steps in 
court to cause the abatement of 
any violation of this ordinance. 
Section 22.—Boundaries of Districts. 


W here uncertainty exists with 
respect to the boundaries of the 
various districts as shown on the 
maps accompanving and made 4 
part of this ordinance the follow- 
ine vules shall apply: 

(a). The district boundaries are 
either streets or alleys unless oth- 
erwise shown and where the de-- 
fgnation on the map accompanying 
and made a part of this ordinance 
indicating the various districts are 
approximately bounded by streets 
or alley lines, said street or alley 
shall be construed to be the bound- 
ury of such district: 


(b) Where the district boundar- 
ies are not otherwise indicated and 
where the property has been or 
may hereafter be divided into 
blocks and lots, the district bound- 
eries shall he construed to be lot 
lines, and where the designations 
on the maps accompanying an‘ 
made a part of this ordinance in- 
‘dicating the various districts are 
appvroximately hounded by lot lines 
said lot lines shall’be construed to 
be the boundarv of such distrivet, 
unless said bo :~daries are other- 
wise indicated >» the maps. 
Section 23.—Validity and Adminis- 

tration. ' 


Shovid any section, clause or 
provision of this ordinance be de- 
clared by the courts to be invalid, 
the same shall] not affect the valid- 
ity of the ordinance as a wholeor 
any part thereof, other than the 
part so declared to be invalid. 

It is hereby made the duty of 
the Building Commission too ad- 
minister this ordinance. 


Section 24.—Changes and Amend- 


ments. 


The City Council may, of its own 
motion or upon petition signed by 
the owners of a majority of the 
property according to frontage in 
any district or portion thereof, pre- 
pare an ordinance amending, sup- 
plementing, or changing the district 
bcundaries or the regulations here- 
in established. The City Council 
shall cause to be prepared a notice 
indicating the proposed change in 
the regulations or in the district 
boundary lines and deseribing the 
boundaries of the territory to be 
affected, which notice shall set’ a 
date for a public hearing for con- 
sidersxtion of such proposed amend- 
meny, supplement or change. After 
due publication and posting and 
public hearing of such proposed 
ameniment, supplement or change, 


as required by law, the City Coun- 


cil may cause such ordinance to be 
introduced in the City Coungeil of 
the City of Lansing. Whenever a 
written protest against such pro- 
posed amendment, supplement or 
change, signed by the owners of 
twenty (20) per cent of the front- 
age proposed to be altered, or by 
the owners of twenty (20) per cent 
of the frontage immediately adjoin- 
ing or across an artiey therefrom 
or by the owners of twenty (26) 


per cent of the frontage directly’ 


opposite the frontage proposed to 
be altered, shall have been filed 
with the City Council, the orjj- 
nance providing for such proposed 
amendment, supplement or change 
shall not be passed except by the 
favorable vote of three-fourths of 
the members of the City Council. 
If any area is hereafter transferred 
to another district by a change in 
district boundaries by an amend- 
ment, as above provided, the pro- 
visions of this ordinance in regard 
to buildings or premises existing 
at the time of the passage of this 
ordinance shall apply to buildings 
or premises existing at the time of 
the passage of such amendment in 
such transferred areas. 

Section 25.—Conflicting Provisions 

Repealed. 


All ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict with any of the 
provisions of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 26.—When #ffective. 
This ordinance shall be in effect 
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from and after its passage, publi- 
caion and recording, according to 
law, thirty days after publica- 
tion.

men shall be placed on the list of 
Retired Firemen and Policemen. 

Section 2. Any employee placed 
upon the retired list shall be paid 
at the rate one-half of the pay of 
the rank in which such member 
was serving at the time of retire- 
ment and in the event of chanve, 
at any time thereafter, in said rat: 
of pay for that rank, then at the 
rate of one-half of the pay for 


said rank so changed; Provided . 


further, that any employee who 


- has been transferred from the reg 


ular fire-fighting or policing forces 
to any other division of the De- 
partment service because of in- 
ability due to injury received in 
the course of duty, shall be retireu 
at the rate of one-half of the pay 
of the rank in which such membe 
was serving at the time of his 
transfer. The amount of time 
spent in the United States military 
naval or marine service by any 
member who left the Department 
to enter the United States sérvice 
during the war and who returned 
to the Fire or Police department 


on 
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when honorably discharged from 
said service, shall be counted as 
part of the aforesaid twenty five 
years 

Section 3. Any person who is a 
member of the Fire or Police force 
of the City of Lansing who shall 
sustain injuries, or who shall con- 
tract any diseases or iliness by 
reason of his occupation as a fire- 
man or policeman while in the per- 
formance of his duty, from. the 
effects of which he _ shall. suffer 
partial disability shall be entitle’ 
TO a monthly pension in such 
amount as the Pension Board, py 
resolution, shall determine to be 
just. 

Section 4. The Secretary of the 
Pension Board shall keep a book 
to be Known as the retired list. 
This book shall contain a full and 
complete history and record of the 
action of the Board in retiring 
any and all members or employ- 
ees hereunder, including the names 
of each and every member or em- 
ployee retired the date of con- 
firmation or employment, the re 
tirement and the reason therefor. 

Section 5. A pension Shall be 
paid to the widow of any Fireman 
or Policeman of the City of Lan- 
sing, who, white in the discharge 
of his duty shall be killed or-re- 
ceive such injuries or shall con- 
tract any di--2se or illness by rea- 
son of his occupation, which shall 
result in his death, upon. the 
edoption of proper resolutions by 
the Pension Board, as hereinafter 
provided. Said pension shall be 
the sum of fifty dollars ($506 00) 
per month during the term of her 
natural life, or until she remar- 
ries. in which case all payments of 
such pension to said widow sha!) 
cease, A pension of ten dollars 
($10.00) per month shall be paid ty 
each of the children, if any, of 
such Firemen or Policemen As 
shall be under the age of sixteen 
(16) years and all payments to 
such children shall continue unti! 
they attain the age of sixteen (16) 
years respectively. 

When the widow or children vf 
any deceased Fireman or Policeman 
shall be entitled to a pension as 
herein provided, such widow or 
children shall make _ application 
therefor to the Pension Board on 
the form to be provided by the 
Devartment. The application shall 
be accompanied by such proofs as 
the committee may require. All 
applications and proofs shal! be 
retained in the custody of the 
Pension Board. 

Section 6. All rewards and prvu- 
esceds of gifts from any source and 
all emoluments that may be al- 
lowed by the Board of Police and 
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Fire Commissioners on account ot 
extraordinary services performed 
by members of the Fire or Police 
force, all fines imposed upon mem- 
bers of the fire or police force for 
violation of rules, and one percent 
of their salaries paid by members 
of the fire and police force of 
the City of Lansing, shall be paid 
into the fire and police pension 
fund. The Pension Board = shail 
credit all money received from the 
fire force to a fund to be kept 
and known as the ‘Fire Pension 
Fund,’ and all money received from 
the police force to a fund to be 
kept and known as the ‘Police 
Pension Fund.’ 

Such money shall be used ex- 
eclusively for the payment of pen- 
sions as provided for herein, No 
portion of such pension fund shalt. 
either before or after its order 
of distribution to any retired fire- 
man. or policeman or to any ben- 
eficiary, be subject to any debts, 
obligations or undertakings of 
said insured or his beneficiaries; 
but said fund shall be _ sacredly 
held, kept and secured and dis- 
tributed for the purpose of pen- 
stoning the persons named, an 
for no other purpose whatever. 

Section 7 In case of the YFire- 
men’s Pension Fund or the Police 
Pension Fund should become de- 
pleted by reason of unexpected and 
an extraordinary demand upon said 
fund, the City Council shall pro- 
vide necessary funds to. relieve 
such condition. 

Section 8. All Firemen and Po- 
licemen retired for disability may 
at any time be required to be re- 
examined by the City Physician 
and two other reputable physicians, 
one to be appointed by the Pen- 
sion Board and one by the appli- 
cant. If such re-examination shai! 
show that such retired Fireman 0) 
Policeman is capable of perform- 
ing yegular duty, the Pension 
Board may rescind such resolution 
placing such Fireman or Police- 
man upon the retired list, and 
may require him to return to 
regular duty on full pay. 


Section 9. One Fireman, one 
Policeman, one Member of the 
Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners, one Alderman, and one cit- 
izen shall constitute the Pension 
Board, who are to have care, con- 
trol, and supervision of the funds 
referred to in this chapter and 
shall have full charge of carrying 
out the terms and conditions here: 
in named. The funds collected are 
to be deposited with the —° City 
Treasurer, the same to be drawn 
from the City Treasurer’ upon 
vouchers to be issued by said 
Pension Board, through it’s office 
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ers. 

The said Board is authorized to 
alter and amend the _ foregoing 
articles at such time as they may 
deem it necessary; provided sail 
amendment shall be submitted to 
the City Council and be approved 
by said Council before same sha!! 
become effective. 


Section 10. The provisions «f 
this chapter, with reference to pen- 
sions and retirement, shall not be 
construed to apply to specia} or- 
ficers, privately employed police- 
men or special firemen.

mission of this city to use unex- 
pended balances of specific appro- 
priations for such purposes as the 
board may desire without obtain- 
ing from the council its consent 
to such transfer. . 

Subdivision “I” of Section 3306 
otf the Compiled Laws of 1915, is 
the legislative authority for the 
city to supervise the expenditure 
of public moneys. Under _ this 
grant of authority the City Char- 
ter in Section 144 directs the City 
Council. to determine the amount 
necessary to be raised by taxation 
for the various purposes required 
for city use. 

Section 51 ofthe charter provides 
“The City Council in addition to 
the powers and duties especially 
conferred upon it in this charter, 
shall except as otherwise provided 
have the management and control 
of the finance belonging to the 
city und may make. such orders 
and by-laws and enact such ordi- 
nances relating to the same, as it 
shall deem proper and necessary. 

Ordinance number 91 in the 
first section directs the City 
Comptroller to divide all appro- 
priations into funds and _ confine 
all contracts, orders, ete. t the 
specific appropriations made there- 
for. Section Two of this ordinance 
provides that no contract or order 
shall be expended until the same 
has been certified to by the comp- 
troller, that there are funds 
available for its payment, Section 
Three provides that no moneys 
Shall be expended or transferred 
from an unincumbered appropria- 
tion balance, for any purpose 
other than for which it was 
originally appropriated, until and 
unless the same shall have been 
authorized by the City Council 
upon the report of the committee 
on Ways and Means and the cer 
tification of the City Comptroller 
that such funds are available. 

From the above it is apparent 
that the City Council is charged 
with the responsibility and have 
full control of all funds appro- 
priated for municipal purposes, 
This is subject to one exception, 
viz., that where an appropriation 
is made of a lump sum for a 
stated purpose the items to be 
paid therefrom with the amount 
to be paid is within the control 
of the board, provided such pur- 
chase Is within the classification 
created by the appropriation and 
there is a balance sufficient to 
pay with. It is mandatory that 
any fund appropriated must be 
used for the specific purpose for 
which it was appropriated. 

The City Comptroller must ac- 
eount to the council for all un- 
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expended balances of every appro- 
priation that is made by the City 
Council and he has no authority, 
nor has any board authority to 
transfev any funds or any portion 
thereof from one funda to another. 
The only way that suvch a trans- 
fer can be made under the pro- 
visions of the charter is by the 
eouncit!l with the approval of the 
Ways and Means Committee and 
certification by the comptroller 
that the funds for such transfer 
are available. 

The general rule of law applica- 
ble is stated in Sec. 21 McQuil- 
lans Municipal Corporations, as: 
“An appropriation of public 
moneys for one _ object can be 
used solely for that object. The 
general rule is that appropriations 
of municipal funds, whether gen- 
eral or speeific, for a given object 
or definite purpose cannot be di- 
verted to any other purpose.”

RHPORT OF COMMITTEE 


Your Special Committee on 
Water Softening which was ap- 
pointed to work with the Water 
Committee of the Board of Water 
and Electric Light Commissioners. 
reports as follows: 

We have investiguted the fea- 
sibility of softening Lansing's 
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water supply and in this connec- 
tion have visited a combined filtra- 
tion and softening plant at 
Columbus, Ohio, which has been 
in operation for more than twenty 
years; we have also visited the 
water softening plant at Spring- 
field, Tlinois, which was built 
about a year ago and_~ which 
softens well water supplemented 
by river water. We beiieve that 
the plant at Springfield which is 
probably as nearly like Lansing’s 
Plant would be as any in the 
country, and which treats a well 
water very similar to our own, 
demonstrates that Lansing’s well 
water can be satisfactorily soften- 
ed, although like Springfield, 
Lansing may experience some- 
inconvenience during the first few 
months of operation, due to the 
dissolving of some deposits in the 
present water mains. We have 
been advised that a softening sys- 


‘tem can be installed in Lansing 
-for not to exceed $400,000. 


Your Board of Water & Elec- 
tric Light Commissioners desires 
to obtain a comprehensive report 
from engineers specializing in this 
class of work on a water soften- 
ing plant for the purpose of 
knowing what expenditure would 
be necessary, how much it would 
cost the water users, and what 
benefits would be derived. They 
want this information so that it 
may be passed on to the voters 
so that an intelligent vote may 
be had, but they hesitate to do 
so unless assured by the City 
Council that the matter will be 
ee to a vote of the peo- 
ple, 

We, therefore, recommend that 
this Council go on record as favor- 
ing the submission of a bond is- 
sue next November, not to exceed 
$400,000 for the purpose of soften- 
ing the Lansing city water sup- 
ply, the bonds and interest to be 
paid from the earnings of the 
Water Department.

consulted with Mr. Sherer, Gen- 
eral Manager and Mr. Diamond, 
Chief Engineer of the Michigan 
Central Railway Company, regard- 
ing the grade separation at Mount 
Hope Avenue. Messrs. Sherer and 
Diamond informed us that the ex- 
pense of a_e separation at this 
point would be very low and 
readily agreed to stand one-half 
of the expense of such a separa- 
tion. In a preliminary estima- 
tion made by the railway com- 
pany’s engineer they arrived at a4 
figure of $107,000, providing for a 
twenty foot clearance, They also 
stated that this might be reduced 
to $100,000. In view of the fact 
that the couhty has agreed to 
pay one-half of the paving from 
Cedar-st to the cemetery on Mount 
Hope-av, I believe that the coun- 
ty road commissioners could _ be 
induced to stand a substantial 
portion of the city’s share of the 
cost of this separation. 

IT would recommend that the 
city supervisors take this up with 
the proper county authorities as 
soon as possible and ascertain 
what amount the county would be 
willing to pay. I believe this 
work should be done in conjunec- 
tion with the paving of Mount 
Hope-av and the amount of the 
city’s proportion be placed in 
mext year’s budget.

The remedy is a 
private one and the action must 
be brought by those injured.

AGREEMENT 
MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT 
Made this—————day of——————_— 
A. D. 1927, by and between the 
CITY OF LANSING, a municipal 
corporation in Ingham County, 
Michigan, hereinafter called the 
“Ts. first party, and the 
GRAND TRUNK WESTERN RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY, a Michigan rail- 
way corporation, hereinafter called 
eg “GRAND TRUNK,” second par- 
y. 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, By agreement  be- 
tween the parties hereto dated 
the 13th day of February, 1904, 
the grades of the public highway 
known. as Pennsylvania-av in the 
said City of Lansing, and the 
tracks of the Grand Trunk, at 
their intersection in said City. 
were separated in the manner 
therein provided, and, 


WHEREAS, The City now de- 
Sires to further improve, pave and 
Widen said Pennsylvania-av, _ in- 
cluding in such improvement «a 
double driveway under the Grand 
Trunk’s tracks at said intersec 
tion, and, 

WHEREAS, Such improvement of 
Pennsylvania-av by the City wil 
necessitate the removal of the 
present grade separation structure 
and the construction of a new 


c 
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grade: separation structure at said 
intersection, to provide for the 
widened street, and the parties 
hereto desire to cooperate in re- 
spect thereto, 

NOW, THEREFORE, It is mu- 
tually agreed as follows: 

1). The present grade separa- 
tion structure, at the intersection 
of said Pennsylvania-av with the 
tracks and right of way of the 
Grand Trunk in said City, shal! be 
removed and a new grade separa: 
tion structure shall be construct- 
ed thereat in accordance with the 
preliminary plans hereto attached, 
mark@@ Exhibit “A” and made a 
part hereof. Detailed plans and 
specifications therefor, including 
the materials to be used and the 
method of performing the work. 
shall be prepared by the Grand 
Trunk as the: work proceeds, sub- 
ject to the approval of the City 
so far as its interests are in- 
volved, said detailed plans and 
specifications to conform substan- 
tially to the preliminary plan 
hereinabove referred to. In that 
behalf it is expressly understood 
that the Grand Trunk’s tracks 
shall be raised not to exceed 
one (1) foot above the _ pres- 
ent elevation thereof. The rea- 
sonable expense of preparing such 
detailed plans and _= specifications, 
including the fleld work, and any 
other work directly incident there- 
to, shall be considered and treat- 
ed as a part of the cost of the 
grade separation. 

(2). The Grand Trunk shall, as 
soon as practicabie after the exe- 
cution or this agreement, cause 
to be performed, or, at its option, 
subject to the City’s approval, it- 
self perform, all the work, includ- 
ing the furnishing of all materials, 
for the removal of the _ present 
grade separation structure at said 
intersection and for the construc- 
tion of the bridge, piers, abut- 
ments, filling, and all other items 
necessary to construct said ‘new 
grade separation structure, work 
thereon to commence not later 
than October 1, 1927, or as may 
be agreed upon in the event of 
untorseen conditions. As to the 
work which the Grand Trunk 
elects to let to a eontractor, it 
shall first secure proper bids of 
contractors and will award the 
work at prices which shall first 
have been approved by the City 

(3). All street grading, paving, 
drainage, and land appropriation 
for the widened highway, and aii 
work and items connected there- 
with, shall be handled by the City 
at its sole cost and expense, no 
part ot which shall be considered 
as a part of the cost of the work 
of grade separation under this 
contract. 

(4). The Grand Trunk shall ap- 
point a competent engineer to 
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have general charge and _super-’' 


vision of the work herein provid- 
ed for, both that performed by 
the Grand Trunk and that per- 
formed by the contractor or con- 
tractors, and said engineer shall 
have authority to employ neces- 
sary assistants, including inspec- 
tors. The expense of such engi- 
neer, assistants and inspectors, in- 
cluding salaries or wages, field 
office, supplies, or other items nec- 
essarily incident to said grade 
separation, shall be considered and 
treated as part of the cost of the 
work. 

(5). To cover the expense of 
the engineer, assistants, inspectors, 
etc., as specified in paragraph (4) 
above, and the cost of preparing 
the plans, specifications, etc, as 


provided in paragraph (2) above, 


an amount equal to five per cent 
of the total cost of the grade 
separation, including the expense 
covered by subdivisions (b), (c), 
(d) and (e) of paragraph (6), 
shall be charged as part of the 
cost of the project. 

(6). DIVISION OF COST: : 

(a) The Grand ‘Trunk, as _ its 
portion of the cost of the work 
herein provided for, shall bear the 
entire cost and expense of the 
bridge superstructure and of rais 
ing the Grand Trunk’s tracks not 
to exceed one.(1) foot above their 
present elevation, and the City 
undertakes and agrees to pay the 
balance of such cost and expense, 
including temporary trestles and 
crossovers to provide for railwav 
operation during construction and 
all other incidental work, and that 
portion of the amounts provided 
for in paragraph (5) above, and in 
Subdivisions (b), (c), (d) and (e) 
of this paragraph, the actual ren- 
tal and other charges paid for 
eyuipment leased from third par- 
ties, and al] other expenses con- 
nected therewith, as shall accrue 
to the cost of the work, exclusive 
of the bridge superstructure ana 
elevation of tracks. All saivaged 
materials from the present grade 
separation structure and tempor- 
ary crossovers shall belong to. and 
be the property oft, the Grand 
Trunk, and the City shall be cred- 
ited. at the conclusion of the 
wolk of grade separation, with the 
fair salvage value of all materiais 
used in such crossovers. 

(b). To the cost of all materiais 
furnished by the Grand Trunk 
from stock, to accomplish said 
grade separation, there shall be 
added fifteen per cent to cover the 
expenses of handling in transit, 
freight charges accruing on ma- 
terials, the shipment of whicn 
originates on lines of railway com- 
panies comprising the Grand 
Trunk Railway System accounting 
and other like overhead expenses 
which it is impracticable to allo- 
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cate. All other materials shipped 
for use in such work shal) be pur.- 
chised f.o.b. Lansing for delivery 
at such place therein as may be 
designated by the Grand ‘Trunk, 
and said fifteen per cent shall not 
apply to materials so purchased 

nee, To the cost of all labor 
performed by the Grand Trunk it- 
self, including foremen, there shai} 
be added ten per cent to cover 
the cost of accounting, use of 
small tools, and other like over- 
head expenses which it is imprac- 
ticable to allocate. 

(d). As to all work performed 
by contractors for the Grand 
Trunk and as to materials pur- 
chased f.o.b. Lansing, as aforesaid. 
there shall be added to the cost 
thereof, as fixed by contract, one 
per cent to cover the cost of ad- 
vertising for bids, letting of con- 
tracts, accounting and like over- 
head expenses which it is imprac- 
ticable to allocate. 

(e). It is understood that the 
Grand Trunk may be required to 
furnish certain equipment for use 
in the work and it is agreed that 
for equipment owned or con- 
trolled by it, or by companies 
comprising the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way System, rental may be charz- 
ed and included in the cost of the 
work, such rental to be reasonable 
and according to the prevailing 
charges for like or similar pur- 
poses. 

(f). The City shall have ac- 
cess, at reasonable times, for the 
purpose of checking, to the Grand 
Trunk’s records pertaining to the 
work. 

(g). Payment by the City of its 
portion of the cost of the work 
herein provided for shall be made 
on certificate furnished to it by 
the Grand Trunk’s Chief Engineer 
on completion of the work, as 
above set forth, payable within 
thirty days of the days of fur- 
nishing such certificate, but nor 
Prior to May 15, 1928, together 
with interest at the rate of five 
per cent per annum, starting fif- 
teen days after the furnishing of 
such certificate. 

(7). If any additional! facilities 
or ‘betterments are required by 
either of the parties hereto, not 
incident to said general plan of 
Srade separation, the cost thereof 
shali be borne by the party for 
whose benefit they are provided 

(8). The City further under- 
takes, upon reasonable written no- 
tice, to cause all public utilitv 
companies, including municipali- 
ties, and other’ persons, having 
wires, pipes, conduits, or othe: 
like facilities, which now  inter- 
sect or cross any part of the dis- 
trict affected by the work of grade 
separation, to remove the same 
during the progress of such work. 
provided, that the City and any 
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such public utility company, muni- 
cipality, or other person, may 
agree that during the progress of 
such work temporary  arrange- 
ments, the details to be mutually 
agreed upon, shall he made for 
such wires, pipes, conduits or other 
like facilities, which may be re- 
laid during the progress of the 
work, in such manner as not to 
interfere therewith. All expenses 
due to such removal, temporary 
arrangements and relaying shat) 
be borne by such public utility 
com panies, including municipali 
ties or other persons, respectively 

(9). When the work of rade 
separation has been complete the 
Grand Trunk shall, at its own 
expense, maintain and repair the 
bridge deck, piers, and abutments 
supporting the same, and the ap- 
Proach embankment supporting it- 
tracks, al] as located within its 
right of way, and the City shall 
at its expense, maintain and re- 
pair the street, including the pav- 
ing, sidewalks, curbs, ete... as and 
when constructed 

(10). It is understood that the 
work of grade separation herein 
provided for, when completed, wil 
be of a permanent nature and it 
is agreed that should the City. 
within a period of thirty (30) 
years from the date hereot,_ re- 
quire the further widening of said 
Pennsylvania-av, or the replace 
ment of alteration of the work here- 
in provided for, or any part thereof, 
for any reasons other than the de 
terioration of the work or strue- 
ture itself, or should the City at 
any time hereafter further improve 
said Pennsylvania-av within the 
limits of the gerade sepxration 
zone, it shall bear the entire cost 
and expense thereof, including the 
restoration of the Grand Trunk'‘< 
right of way, tracks and facilities. 
substantially as existing at such 
time. 

(11). In consideration of the 
performance by the City ot its 
part of this contract, including 
the payment of the sums _ herein 
provided for, the Grand Trunk 
agrees to, and hereby doves, grant 
and release to the City, without 
cost, the right of way necessarv 
to widen said Pennsylvanix-av to 
the width indicated on the gen 
eral plan aforesaid, within and so 
far only as its property lines, and 
for such time only as the sume 
shall be used and maintained as a 
public thoroughfare, and the City 
in consideration thereot, and of 
the. performance by the Grand 
Trunk of its part of this agreement, 
agrees that it will not at any time 
hereafter levy any tax or make 
any assessment or assessmenta 
against the Grand Trunk, or its 
property, on account of such grade 
Separation, or the widening, pav- 
ing, maintaining or improving of 
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said Pennsylvania-av, or for any 
Purpose in connection with said 
street or crossing, and should any 
such tax be levied, or any such 
assessment or assessments be 
made, the City shall assume and 
pay the same in full as a part of 
its portion of the cost of said 
gZrade separation over and abov-: 
that hereinabove mentioned, and 
the said City hereby indemnifies 
and agrees to save the Grand 
Trunk harmless from any and ali 
liability. costs and expenses on 
accuunt of any and ail such taxes 
or assessments, including assess- 
ments for benefits. ; 
(12). The City 
sume and pay all 
broperty or business resulting in 
legal liability, present or future, 
wecusioned by such work of grade 
separation, o:r the physical chang- 
es occasioned thereby, whether 
such damages are adjudged under 
existing laws ofr as a. resuit of 
future legislation, and any expen- 
diturea made to reduce such dam 
apes shall not be considered wut 
treated as a part of the cost of 
the work. The City shail have 
sole charge of the adjustment vot 
such damages, whether by means 
of negotiation or by condemnation 
and agrees to indemnify and save 
the Grand Trunk harmiess from aii

ORDINANCES 

Ald. L. J. Smith introduced the 
following ordinance which was 
read a first anew .second time by 
its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances. 

An: Ordinance providing for 
Smoke Inspection and Abatement 
in the City of "Lansing: 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. The City Council of 
the City of Lansing does hereby 
deem and declare that the emis- 
sion of dense smoke within the 
City of Lansing, except as provid- 
ed in this Ordinance, to be a 
nuisance. 

Section TI. The Building Inspec- 
tor shall be responsible for the 
smoke inspection and abatement 
and shall at all times reserve and 
keep on file ali information per- 
taining to same. 

Section TIT. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for the owner, lessee, or oper- 
. ator of any existing plant or of 
any plant about to be constructed 
for the production of power or heat 
to proceed with the construction, 
reconstruction or alteration of 
such plant until plans and specifi- 
cations for such work shall have 
been submitted to the Building In- 
spector, approved by him and a 
permit for such work issued. 

These plans and specifications 
shall show the nature and extent 
of the work to ‘be done, ineclud- 
ing ‘the provision that is to be 
made for the prevention of smoke. 
If in the opinion of the Building 
Inspector the provision made for 
the prevention of smoke is not 
sufficient to enable the owner or 
lessee to operate the plant under 
the conditions that will be im- 
posed upon it without violation 
of the provisions of this Ordinance, 
the approval of such plant shal! 
be withheld. pon the approval 
of such plans. a duplicate copy 
shall be left with the Building 
Inspector and jit shalji be the duty 
of said Building Inspectur to see 
that the work is done in accord- 
ance with the plans and =  speci- 
fications. 

The foregoing provisions of this 
section shall not apply to alter- 
ations or repairs in any plant 

which alterations vr repairs do not 
increase the capacery or said plants 
or which do not involve any sub- 
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stantfal alteration in structure and 
which do not involve any altera- 
tions in the method. of efficiency 
of smoke prevention. Any person, 
firm or corporation who _ shall 
Violate this section shall be liable 
to a fine of Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars for each day upon which 
he shall prosecute such alteration 
change ‘or installation without a 
permit, and each day’s violation 
shall constitute a separate of- 
fense. 

Section 1V. A fee of five ($5.00) 
Dollars shall be charged for the 
inspection of plants and specifica- 
tions for the erection of any plant, 
this fee to include the issuing of 
a permit in case such permit is 
granted 

Section V. The emission of dense 


- smoke within the City from Smoke 


‘ 


stack of any locomotive for ‘a 
period of more than seventy-five 
seconds, except for a _ period or 
periods aggregating not to exceed 
12 minutes in any one hour during 
Which period ‘or periods the fire 
box being cleaned or a new fire 
being built therein, is hereby declar- 
ed a nuisance provided that the fire 
engine or engines of the City Fire 
Department shall be exempt from 
these restrictions. 

The emission of dense smoke with- 
in the City from the smoke stack 
or any steam roller, steam der- 
rick, steam pile driver, tar ket- 
tle or other similar machine or 
contrivance or from a smoke stack 
or chimney ot any building or 
premises, except for a period or 
periods aggregating not to exceed 
nine minutes in any one hour dur- 
ing which period or periods the 
fire box is being cleaned or a fire 
is being built therein is hereby 
declared a nuisance., This’ section 
shall not apply to cases of spec- 
ial or temporary construction 
where the use of the foregoing 
machines or contrivances are es- 
sential to the execution of the 
work, provided a temporary permit 


not exceeding ninety days has 


been issued by the Building In- 
spector. 

Any nuisance such as the above 
may be similarly abated by the 
Building Inspector or his Assist- 
ant, and such abatement may be 
in addition to the fine and penalty 
hereinafter provided. 

Any person or persons, firm or 
corporation owning, operating or 
in charge or control of any lo- 
comotive, steam roller, steam der- 


rick, steam pile driver, tar ket-— 


tle, or other similar machine or 
contrivance or or any building or 


- premises who shall cause or per- 


mit the emission of dense smoke 
within the City in contradiction 
to the provisions of this section 
from the smoke stack of any such 


& f 
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locomotive, steam roller, ,steam 
pile driver, steam derrick, tar ket- 
tle or other similar machine or 
contrivance or from the smoke 
stack or chimney of any building 
or premises so owned, controlled 
or in charge of him, her their 
or it shall be deemed guilty of a 
violation of the Ordinance and up- 
on conviction thereof in the Mu- 
nicipal Court of the City of Lan- 
sing be subject to a fine of not 
to exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars 
or imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court, and each day of such 
emission of dense smoke = shal 
constitute a separate offense. 

For the purpose of grading the 
density of smoke the Rangelman 
Smoke .Chart as published and 
used by the Federal Bureau of 
Mines shall be the standard of 
comparison. Smoke shall be con- 
sidered “dense” when it is of 
greater density than No. Three of 
the chart. The provisions of this 
Ordinance shall not apply to de- 
tached private resrcences nor to 
buildings used exclusively for pri- 
vate residence purposes in which 
the number of families occupying 
apartments shall be less than five. 

Section WI. Prosecutions for all 
violations of this Ordinance shall 
be instituted by the Building In- 
spector. : 

The issuance and delivery by the 
Building Inspector of any permit 
for the construction, reconstruc- 
tion, alteration or repair of any 
plant or chimney connected with 
a plant shall not be held to ex- 
empt any person or corporation to 
which such permit has been issued 
or delivered or who is in _ pos- 
session of any such permit from 
prosecution on account of th + 
emission or  iswuwance of dense 
smoke caused. oa! permitted by 
such person or cworporation. 

Section VII. The City shall pro- 
vide such instruments, books, pa- 
pers and equipment as shall be 
necessary for the proper prosecu- 
tion of the smoke abatement work. 
The Building Inspector shall have 
charge of such instruments, books, 
papers and equipment and _= shall 
deliver the same tu his suecessor 
in office. 

Section VIII. The Building In- 
speetcr shall cause to be Kept in 


his office a complete ~ecord of all”

and distribution of such funds: 
creating a Pension 
and prescribing their duties, and 
to repeal Ordinance No. 96 of the 
Compilation of Ordinances of 1927. 
and all other ordinances or parts 
of ordinances contrary -hereto. 

The City of: Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Any person who has 
served as a member of. the ‘fire or 
police force of the’ City’ of Tan- 
sing for a period of twenty-five 
consecutive yenrs or who shall be 
totally disabled in the discharge 
of his duties’ as such fireman or 
policeman, shall upon his applica- 
tion therefor be placed “apon the 
list of retired firemen and police- 
men: Provided the amount of 
time spent in the United States 
Military, Navy. or Marine Service 
by. any such employee whe left 
either of said departments to ent- 
er such service and who returned 
to the Fire or Police Force’ when 
honorably | discharged” from said 
service shall be counted ‘as part of 
the- said py yet Daa years. 


Section - ‘Any such - person 
placed rea ‘the retired list shall 
be naid at the rate of one-half. 
of the pay of the rank in which 
such member was serving. at the 
time of retirement, Provided that 
if any such employee has ‘been 
transferred from the regular fire 
or. police force to any: other divis- 
ion of the department service pay- 
ing a less salary, because of dis- 
ability due to injury received in 
the course of duty, he shall be 
retired at the rate of :one-half of 
the pay of the rank. in’ which 
such member was ‘serving at the 
time of his transfer. 


Section III. Any. such person 
who is a member of the Fire or 
Police Force of the City of Lan- 
sing who shall sustain injury or 
who shall contract: disease or ill- 
ness by reason of his occupation 
as such fireman or policeman 
while in the performance of his 
duty from the effects of which 
he shall suffer a partial disability 
shall be entitled to a pension in 
such amount as the Pension: Board 
shall determine to be just. Such 
amount shall be paid in addition 
to any amount that such disabled 


Fund Board. 
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policeman or. fireman is entitled to 
by reason of any compensation due 
him under the: laws of the State 
of ._ Michigan. 

Section IV. A pension shall be 
paid to the widow of any fire- 
man or policeman of the City ‘of 
Lansing, who, while in the dis- 
‘charge of his duty shall be killed 
or. receive. such injuries or _ shall 
contract any disease or {llness by 
~reason of his occupation, which 
shall result in his death, as here- 
_inafter provided, Said pension shall 
be the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) 
per month during the term of her 
natural life, or until she remar- 
ries, in which case all payments 
of such pension to: said widow 
‘shall cease. A penusron of ten 
dollars ($10.00) per month shall be 
paid to each of the dependent 
children, of such fireman or police- 
man as shall be under the age of 
sixteen (16) years ane ail pay- 
ments to such. children shall con- 
tinue until they attain the age 
of sixteen (16) years respectively. 
When the widow ovr children of 
any deceased fireman or policeman 
shall be entitled to a pension as 
herein provided, | such widow or 
children shall make = application 
therefor to the Pension S&oard on 
the form to be provided by the 
department. The apprication shall 
be accompanied by such proofs aa 
the Board may require, All appli- 
cations and proofs shall be re- 
tained. in the custody: of the Pen- 
sion Board. 


Section V. All rewards and pro- 
‘ceeds of gifts from any source 
and all emoluments that may be 
allowed by ihe Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners on ac- 
count of extraordinary services 
performed by members of the fire 
or police force, all fines imposed 
upon members of the fire or police 
force for violation of rules and 
one percent of their salaries paid 
by members of the fire and police 
force of the City of Lansing, shall 
be paid into the fire and police 
pension funds respectively. The 
Fension Board shall -credit all 
money received from the fire 
force to the fund:to be kept and 
known as the “Fire Pension Fund” 
and all money received from the 
police force to & fund to be kept 
and known as:-the “Police Pension 
Fund.” Such money shall be used 
‘exclusively for the . payment of 
pensions as provided for ‘.erein. 
‘No? portion ef such pension fund 
shall, either’ before:-or. after its 
- order of distribution. to any re- 
tired fireman or ;oliceman or to 
any beneficiary, be subject to any 
‘action for any debt; obligation, 
or undertaking of said insured or 
‘his’ beneficiaries, nor shall any 
assignment of such furids be made 
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by any beneficiary, or recognized 
by said Pension Fund Board: ‘but 
said funds shall ‘be sacredly held, 
kept and secured and distributed 
for the purpose of pensioning the 
persons named, and for no other 
Purpose whatever. 

Section VI. All firémen and po- 
licemen retired for disability may 


at any time be required to be re- 


examined by the City Physician 
and two other reputable physic- 
ians, one to be appointed by the 
Pension Board and one by the ap- 
Plicant. If such re-examination 


shall show that such retired fire- 


man or policeman ts capable of 
performing regular or special duty. 
the Pension Board may rescind 


such’ resolution placing suci fire- 


man or policeman upon the _ re- 
tired list, and may require him to 


return to regular or special duty: 


on full pay. 


Section VII. A Pension Fund 
Board is hereby created to consist 
of one fireman selected by the 
members of the Fire Department, 
one policeman selected by the 
members of the Police Depart- 
ment, one member of the Board of 
Police and Fire Commissioners, on2 
alderman and one citizen appoint- 
ed by the Mayor with the advice 
and approval of the City Council, 
who shall hold their office for a 
term of two years and until their 
successorg are appointed and quat- 
ified. The members ‘of said Pen- 
sion Fund Board first appointed 
under this Ordinance’ shall hold 
their office until the fifteenth day 
of January, 1930. Said Pension 
Fund Board shall have the care, 
control, and supervision of the 
funds referred to in this Ordi- 
nance and shall have full charge 
of carrying out the terms and 
conditions herein named. ‘he 
funds collected by them under the 
terms and conditions of this Or- 
dinance are to,be deposited with 
the City Treasurer and to be paid 
out by such City Treasurer upon 
vouchers to be issued by said Pen- 
sion Fund Board through its prop- 
er officers such vouchers to be 
countersigned by the’ City Comp- 
troller. Whenever in the opinion 
of said Pension Fund Board the 
moneys credited to either fund. is 
of ‘sufficient. amount to warrant 
its use in any interest beariny tn- 
vestment such Board may use and 
invest such amount as they may 
deem advisable, provided however, 
that before the ‘City Treasurer re- 
leases such funds the proposed in- 
vestment must be approved in 
writing .by the Mayor and City 
Comptroller. ; 

Section VIII. Said Pension Fund 
Board are to arrange for the elec- 
tion of one of. its members as 


' president and the appointment of 
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a secretary and are hereby author- 
ized to make such further rules or 
regulations as may be necessary 
for the purpose of performing its 
duties as herein prescribed. 

Section IX. The secretary of said 
Pension Board shall keep a book 
to be known as tne retired list 
for each of the departments here- 
in named. The record shall con- 
tain a full and complete history 
and record of all members of each 
department and there shall also 
be kept a record book of all the 
proceedings of the Pension Funda 
Board in all matters coming un- 
der their jurisdiction. 

Section X. Ordinance No. 96 of 
the Compilation of Ordinances of 
1927 and all other ordinances or 
parts of ordinances contrary to 
the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed.
